Financier and ex-Politiclan Expires of 
Apoplexy at Poughkeepsie.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., ‘April .11.— 
Jamés W. Hinkley, President of the United

Replying to a question as to what 
should be done now, the Admiral ex- 
claimed: 

“We are now doing what remains to 
be done; we are defending the honor of 
the flag. Ancther course ought to have 
been adopted at a previous stage; at- 
tack should have been met by attack. 

“They should have advanced against 
the enemy and fought to the death with 
guns, mitrailleuses, fists, and even their 
teeth. It shculd have been victory or 
death, but in any case it was indispen- 
sable to inflict on the enemy such logs as 
to render the landing of troops impossi- 
ble. 

“ Sacrifice the fleet if necessary, but at 
the same time deliver a fatal blow to the 
Japanese naval power; disembarkation 
would thus have become impossible. 

“You understand now why it was es- 
sential to take the offensive at any cost. 
Why was it not done? Why have they 
not made it impossible for Togo to renew 
his attempt? 

“The Japanese have lost nothing. The 
bridge of the Asama was destroyed and 
her turret was damaged, but the damage 
has now been repaired. We have ascer- 
tained this from a sure source.”’

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KAISER PRAISES BRITISH TARS. 


Visits Fleet at Malta, Witnesses Drills, 
and Holds Reception. 


VALETTA, Island of Malta, April 11,— 
Emperor William this morning visited the 
British fleet and witnessed torpedo net, 
anchor, and boat drills.

HACKENSACK, N. J., April 11.—While 
a jury was being obtained to-day for the 
trial of Jeremiah Rossa, accused of the 
murder of two Italians at Garfield, Judge 
Mahlon Pitney censured two talesmen who 
said they had conscientious scruples about 
the infliction of capital punishment. 

Judge Pitney sajd that men who objected 
to doing jury duty in a murder case be- 
cause they had scruples about capital pun- 
ishment appeared to him to take much 
the same view of the law as do Anarchists. 
He failed to understand how any man who 
professed to be a respecter of the law 
could take such a stand. It was the duty 
of a juror at a murder trial simply to de- 
cide as to the innocence or guilt of the ac- 
cused, and not to consider the punishment 
that might be inflicted. 

One of the men to whom the Judge's re- 
a were addressed said he happened to 

be in the courtroom when Rossa was held 
for the Grand ury, and that the look in 
the man's eyes on that occasion had haunt- 
oo. him ever since 

A jury Was obtained in forty minutes, It 
is said he State has among its witnesses 
a boy who declares he saw Rossa shoot the 
two men.

Among these lucky ones was the son of a 
millionaire Wall Street operator, who ‘s 
kpown throughout the country, a man who 
is at the head of one of ‘the biggest com- 
mercial houses in the city and a well- 
known Manhattan broker. 

It was also learned that the main which 
Was raided was only one of a series which 
had been held at intervals of a few weeks 
during the Winter by the same set of so- 
ciety men. The one which was raided, 
however, was conducted on a more elabo- 
rate scale than any of those preceding. 
Most of the men who attended went to the 
Stable in their own carriages and automo- 
biles, and the main was preceded by a 
champagne supper. 

The cocks which were thrown into the 
pit to battle were of the fanciest grade, 
and it is said that twenty-five of them 
were worth $18,000. One bird which, it is 
asserted, was worth $1,000, and owned by 
a fancier of Laurel Hill, b. T., Was among 
those handed over to the ‘Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty t® Animals. It was 
said last night that this bird had been 
found to be injured, and had been kiiled 
by ‘the society. The owner of this bird 
nearly fainted when told of its fate

George F.. Elliott, counsel for the society, 
said that he would be in the Myrtle Avenue 
Court this morning to press the complaints 
against the men arrested. There was much 
talk among the people oh the Park Slope 
last night to the effect that none of the 
wealthy men caught in the raid would ap- 
pear in court, but would be represented by 
dummies, Mr. Elliott ‘declared that he 
would be prepared for such a trick, and 
would question every man arraigned as to 
his identity.

All of the members of the Pinkerton 
family declared yesterday that they were 
in entire ignorance of the cocking main 
until they were informed of it by the 
newspaper reporters, 

The identity of *‘ Allan Budd,’’ the pris- 
oner who was the object of so much court- 
esy and consideration when taken to the 
station with the other prisoners, remained 
something of a mystery yesterday. There 
were very strong suspicions, however, as 
to whose identity was covered by that 
fictitious name, 

At.the home of Robert Pinkerton last 
night it was said that he was still out of 
town. 

Allan Pinkerton, son of Robert Pinkerton, 
when seen at his home, 31 Montgomery 
Place, Brooklyn, last night, declared that 
all he knew about the cocking main was 
what he had read in the newspapers. He 
said that he was at Bay Shore, L. I., on 
Saturday night and Sunday morning. 

**Do you know Allan Budd?” was asked. 

**No, I neve® heard of him,’’ was the 
reply. 

Among those captured in the raid was a 
police official of Brooklyn, who, however, 
was not among the prisOners when the 
station house was reached, He was one of 
the eight among the forty captives who 
disappeared en route. 


SUICIDE HANDY TO POLICE. 


Man Throws Himself Under Truck Near 
Tenderloin Station. © 


After standing in front of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Police Station for over two 
hours last night, pondering over something 
which seemed to worry him, a fairly well- 
dressed man, about thirty years of age, 
threw himself under the wheels of a passing 
truck. He sustained such injuries that he 
died soon after.

|| MURPHY BACK IN TOWN 


TO FIGHT HILL TO END 


Plans to Oppose Parker at St. 
Louis Despite Instructions. 


TO. GUARD TAMMANY’S FUTURE 


Parker Men Talking of Naming Either 
McClellan or Jerome for 
Governor. 


Returning from Atlantic City yesterday 
forenoon, Charles F. Murphy went to work 
last night to prepare his plan of action for 
the State Convention on Monday next. 
Although silent on the subject of politics, 
he returned determined to carry on his op- 
position to Parker instructions to the end 
and will also carry the fight against Par- 
ker into the National Convention, even in 
the event of New York sending an instruct- 
ed delegation to St. Louis. 

Ex-Senator Hill was in the city also for 
several hours yesterday, going over mat- 
ters with the friends of Judge Parker here. 
Mr’Hill left for his Albany home late in 
the -afternéen without being anywhere 
near where Mr. Murphy was. 

With the return of Mr. Mufphy the posi- 
tion of the Tammany leader in the fac- 
tional contest in the Presidential fight be- 
came more clearly known. That the Tam- 
many leader will remain in opposition to 
Judge Parker to the end is certain, not 
from any personal animosity toward Judge 
Parker, but to prevent Hill from attaining 
@ position where he could conduct an ag- 
gressive fight against Murphy and Tam- 
pany Hall. While he hopes for support in 
Kings County, he is no longer expecting 
it, and practically concedes.the control 
there, for the present at least, to McCar- 
ren. He does expect, however, that he 
can do much damage .-to the Pafker move- 
ment in St. Louis. It is the intention of 
the Tammany leader, if the State Con- 
vention instructs the delegation, to go to 
St. Louis, and there to contend that the 
County. of: New York, which casts the 
Democratic vote in this State, is against 
the nomination of Parker, although forced 
to vote for him under instructions and 
the unit rule. He also is expected to say 
that the opposition to Parker is based on 
the belief that he could not carry the 
State ef New York for the Presidency. 
This, Mr. Murphy believes, will have its 
effect on many. of the leaders from other 
States. 

Among the Parker people last night, how- 
ever, there was strong talk of nominating 
either Mayor McClellan or District Attorney 
Jerome for Governor this Fall, with the 
idea of getting an active campaigner on 
the ticket, a man who would be able to 
make a rousing fight through the State. 
Of the two men, McClellan is the favorite 
among the Parker people, who believe he 
would give great strength to the ticket 
and infuse a life that Judge Parker would 
not be likely to impart. 

In considering McClellan in this connec- 
tion, the Parker people make it plain that 
they have not consulted either McClellan 
or Murphy about the matter, and that his 
nomination ought not to be considered in 
any way as a concession to Tammany, but 
rather as impressing him into service for 
Parker. 

While Jerome is not as favorably consid- 
ered by them, they are keeping him under 
discussion, although his nomination, they 
say, would be attached to a condition that 


he resign as District Attorney a sufficient 
length of time ahead of the election to 
enable Tammany to nominate a candidate 
at the same election to succeed him, and 
thus get the patronage of the District At- 
torney’s office. This, the Parker people 
hold. is a move which should be welcomed 
by Tammany as removing an official who 
has been a thorn in the side of the Tam- 
Many organization. 

As a matter of fact, Murphy does not 
believe that Hill, in the event of nominat- 
ing Parker and as a result controlling the 
Fall convention which names a _ State 
ticket, will give Tammany anything in the 
shape of places on that ticket. He has made 
this plain to his friends, and the Tammany 
leader plainly looks for a bitter warfare, 
in which neither side will give or ask quar- 
ter, in the event of Hill being in the saddle 
all during the approaching campaigns. 

Tammany, of course, would support the 
ticket loyally, as a matter of policy, but it 
would be with the full expectation of hav- 
ing both Federal and State patronage used 
against it, in the event of Hill’s plans go- 
ing through. As to the nomination of Mc- 
Clellan for Governor, Tammany of course 
would not make any objection to that 
course, because it would assure the organi- 
zation of having a friend instead of an ene- 
my at Albany, while with Charles V. 
Fornes here as acting Mayor, the Tammany 
people think they would have little to fear 
from his actions. However, while the Par- 
ker people talk of naming McClellan, the 
Tammany people do not believe that any 
such move will be made. 

The Tammany district conventions will 
be held on Friday night of this week, at 
which time the 105 delegates from New 
York County to the Albany convention will 
be elected. Mayor McClellan will be elect- 
ed a delegate from the Fifth Assembly 
District, but it is not certain that he will 
attend the convention. Mr. Murphy will 
head the delegation from the Eighteenth 
District. Ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
John G. Carlisle is again to be placed on 
the list, as are such men as Congressman 
W. Bourke Cockran, ex-Senator Charles A. 
Towne, Daniel 8S. Lamont, Ashbel P. Fitch, 
James W. Gerard, and Franklin Bartlett.

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Tragedy Follows Ejectment of Two 
Men from a Concert. 


LYNCHING POSSE IN PURSUIT 


Victim, Capt. C. E. Young, Had Taken 
No Part in Affair That Led to 
the Tragedy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 11.—Capt. C. 
E. Young, engaged with the United States 
Engineering Corps in deepening the chan: 
nel at Gulfport, Miss., was assassinated by 
James Fitzhugh and Walter McDuff at 
Ludlow, Miss., last Saturday night as he 
emerged from the Ludlow High School's 
entertainment. The men had been ejected 
from the school for disorderly conduct. De- 
tails of the crime did not become known 
until to-day. 

An oratorical contest was going on when 
Fitzhugh and McDuff entered the building 
and started a row. They were intoxicated, 
and when they interrupted the proceedings 
the Principal of the school asked for five 
volunteers to eject the disturbers, who were 
thrown out. McDuff and Fitzhugh threat- 
ened to kill the Principal and every man 
who had compelled them to leave. 

They returned armed with shotguns and 
rifles and stationed themselves under a 
cluster of trees, determined to kill the first 
person who left the building. Several men 
left, but as they wer accompanying wo- 
men the assassins refrained from firing. 
Capt. C. E, Young, ignorant of the danger, 
passed abreast of them, and they opened 
fire on him. As he fell another volley was 
discharged, and as the shooters ran they 
emptied their weapons at the prostrate en- 
gineer, who expired within five minutes. 

Those in the school building became ex- 
cited, and the men hesitated to leave, fear- 
ing they would also be killed. Subsequently 
Capt. Young was found riddled with bullets, 
but he lived long enough to tell the names 
of his assailants. He had been at Ludlow 
for a few days only. He was in charge of 
the Government dredge boats at Gulfport 
and had nothing to do with the ejection of 
McDuff and Fitzhugh. 

The men escaped, with a lynching posse 
in pursuit. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The War De- 
partment has received no advices of the 
reported assassination of Capt. C. E. 
Young at Ludlow, Miss. There is no Capt. 
Young in the Engineer Corps of the army 


nor any officer by the name of Young. ; 


Neither is there in any branch of the army 
an officer bearing the name of C. E. Young. 

It is probable the man reported to have 
been killed is employed as a civilian mem- 
ber of an engineering party. engaged in 
dredging at Gulfport. The victim having 
been a civilian employe and the assassina- 
tion having occurred at a public gathering 
in no way connected with the public work, 
the facts would not necessarily be reported 
to the War Department. 


McADOO’S NEW THIRD DEPUTY. 


Harris Lindsley Appointed to Succeed 
John F. Cowan. 


Harris Lindsley, a member of the law firm 
of Davies, Stone & Auerbach, was appoint- 
ed yesterday by Police Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo as Third Deputy Commissioner of 
Police. Mr.._McAdoo said of the appointee: 

“I knew Mr. Lindsley through mutual 
friends, and we came togetner about the 
matter of the Third Deputyship without 
the intervention of any one. I am quite 
sure he will make an excellent ’ Deputy 
Commissioner. He is a Lieutenant in the 
Twelfth Regiment, N. G. N. Y., and was 
formerly a member of Squadron A. Dur- 
ing the war with Spain he was commis- 
sioned Second Lieutenant in the Fifth 
United States Volunteers, commanded by 
Col. Tyson and Lieut. Col. Andrew S&S. 
Rowan, United States Cavalry. He served 
with his regiment at Chickamauga Park 
and at Porto Rico. During his service 
there he was Judge Advocate of a general 
court-martial, and tried a number of: cases 
brought before that court. He was placed 
in charge of a special detail to transport 
the regiment from Chickamauga Park to 
New York. In Porto Rico he was placed 
in command of the District of Deca Baja. 
For his services there he was promoted to 
First Lieutenant on Dec. 2, 1898. 

‘“‘He was later Post-Treasurer, Commis- 


sary of Subsistence, and Ordinance Officer, 
and had full charge of furnishing the sup- 
plies to more than 1,000 men. 

‘He ran for State Senator on the regu- 
lar Democratic ticket in the Fifteenth Sen- 
ate District in 1900, but was defeated. He is 
a member of the Princeton and Strollers’ 
Clubs, also of the Metropolitan and Chevy 
Chase, Washington.’’ 

Deputy Commissioner Lindsley will per- 
form exactly the same duties as were 
performed by Mr. Cowan. 


MAY INVESTIGATE JANITORS. 


Trial of School Principal Quinn Brings 
Out Charges. 


The trial of Principal Matthew D. Quinn 
of Public School No. Queens, on the 
charges of neglect of duty and destruction 
of school property, continued last evening 
before the Committee on Elementary 
Schools of the Board of Education. During 
the testimony were revealed startling con- 
ditions among the janitors in most of the 
schools of Queens, which may lead to an 
investigation throughout the city on the 
part of the Board of Education. 

A junkman, who said his name was Em- 
erich, testified that he was in the habit 
of leaving at most of the schools of Queens 
large bags for the collection of waste pa- 
pers and other rubbish: of a commercial 


value. He asserted that the janitors of the 
schools collected the waste for him, and 
that he called for it once a week. This he 
said they did without compensation, 

He admitted that he had taken two 
packages of fairly good text books, weigh- 
ing 800 pounds apiece, from Public School 
Wo. 5 with the permission of the janitor, 
John 'B. Murphy. He denied that he had 
given Murphy anything for the books. His 
statements further exonerate Principal 
Quinn. 

The decision in the case largely hangs on 
the question as to whether or not the 
books, when they were placed in the “ dark 
room” of the Strang Annex, were packed 
up in readiness to be shipped to the Supply 
Department of the Board of Education. 
Quinn says that they were packed and could 
not have been inciuded in the rubbish by 
Murphy. Emerich also testified that the 
books were packed, contradicting Murphy.

TO SELL MORSE IRON PLANT. 


Justice Kelly Orders Public Auction Un- 
der Foreclosure Proceedings. 


By a decision of Justice Kelly of the 
Supreme Cgurt, Brooklyn, yesterday, the 
big plant of the Morse Iron Works and 
Dry Dock Company, on the South Brook- 
lyn water front, is to be sold at public 
auction. The company went into bank- 
ruptecy some time ago, and the Washing- 
ton Trust Company, as trustee for the 
mortgage bondholders, began an action in 
foreclosure. The mortgage involved 
amounts to $450,000. 

On the trial before Justice Kelly the cred- 
itors, whose claims aggregate about $500,- 
000, contended that as the mortgage was 
recorded as a real estate mortgage it was 
not a lien on the personal property of the 
concern. Justice Kelly decides that the 
mortgage is a lien on the personal prop- 
erty and that the bondholders had a right 
to look to the whole plant, such being the 
intention of the deed of trust.

Waiting Corporal’s Guard Drank $6 


Worth of Hearst Club Beer. 


The William Randolph Hearst Club of 
the Fifteenth Assembly District held a 
meeting in the rear of Michael J. Rush's 
café at Tenth Avenue and Forty-seventh 
Street last night. The meeting was sched- 
uled to begin at 8 P. M. 

At that hour there were present only the 
President of the local club, Thomas J. 
Clary, an insurance man, The room was 
thirty feet long and twelve feet wide, with 
a capacity for seating thirty people, in- 
cluding the Chairman and speakers. 

At 8:30 there were five persons present; 
at 8:35 there were four. The speakers had 
not arrived, and no one knew who was to 
address the meeting. At 8:40 o’clock a 
Chinaman came in and went out after a 
hasty glance around. At 8:45 it was an- 
nounced that F. A. Adams, a member of 
the Thirty-second Assembly District Club, 
would speak, on the difference between 
Hearst and Parker, and that Alexander 
Lord and B. J. Harney, also members of 
the Hearst Club, would address the meet- 
ing on “Labor and the Trusts” and 
** Local Politics.” 

The meeting began at about 9:30 P. M., 
up to which yhour the few persons present 
were regaled with ragtime and beer, two 
kegs of the latter having been provided 


by the Hearst Club at a cost of $6. The 
seats were nearly all filled. 


HEARST MAN ON HIS OWN HOOK. 


Carried a Soap Box and Sought Common 
People on Third Avenue. 


One man early in the field in the Hearst 
campaign—tall and dark complexioned, with 
long black hair, heavy mustache, frock 
coat, and white cravat—wended his solitary 
way up Third Avenue last evening carry- 
ing a soap box. At One Hundred and 
Nineteenth Street he placed the box in a 
nook shaded from the many lights of a 
saloon on the corner. During the next 
half hour he consulted nis watch frequent- 
ly. Then he turned the box upside down 
in the street, took a drink of cough medi- 
cine from a large bottle, and shouted to 
three policemen who had been sent there 
to see that the crowd kept order: 

“You policemen, you are working under 
the three-platoon system, are you not?” 

The policemen laughed and walked around 
the corner. The orator continued his talk- 
ing, and within five minutes between fifty 
and sixty persons, including several little 
boys and girls, who interrupted the 
speaker until he had to promise them they 
might “ orate’’ when he had finished if 
mey would keep quiet, had gathered around 

im. 

‘You see,” said the speaker, ‘I am a 
friend of Mr. Hearst, and I admire him 
and want to see him President. Therefore 
I have started out on my own hook. I 
might work from headquarters, but I want 
to reach the common people, so I come out 
like this.’”’ 

Gov. Odell’s attitude toward organized 
labor in the matter of the State militia was 
denounced. The mage urged the people 
to stick to their unions in preference to the 
State Guard whenever a division should be 
called for. Mr. Hearst, he said, was a 
friend of the laboring classes and their 
unions. What he could do for them had 
been shown in New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, and Los Angeles, the speaker 
said. 


SENATOR MORGAN FOR PARKER. 


Believes He Would Be Elected If Nomi- 
nated for President.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama to-night expressed his 
views on the Presidential situation. He 
has all along been one of the strongest 
advocates of the nomination of Senator 


Gorman of Maryland, and still would pre- 
fer Mr. Gorman’s nomination if it were 
possible. He now, however, is favodfable 
to Judge Parker’s nomination as a means 
to defeat Hearst and Bryan and restore the 
control of the party to the old leaders. Mr. 
Morgan said: 

“Should Judge Parker be nominated, I

upright, and conservative, and is just the 
man to place against the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration, which is as reckless as the light- 
ning, and liable to strike in any direction. 

“/JThe fact that sentiment seems to be 
centring upon Judge Parker is a hopeful 
sign. It means that the Hearst movement, 
which seems to have the support of Mr. 
Bryan, will be unable to control one-third 
of the delegates to the convention, and 
will therefore not play an important part 
in its deliberations.”

DENOUNC®S USURY BROKERS. 


Justice Dixon Charges Hudson County 
Grand Jury. 


Justice Jonathan Dixon, at Jersey City, 
yesterday, made a special charge to the 
Grand Jury in regard to money lenders 
charged with usury. He said that under 
the statute it was unlawful for any person 
to purchase in advance the wages of any 
laborer or employe of any corporation or 
individual doing business in this State at 
more than the legal rate of interest. 

“To keep a place for the transaction of 


such\ business,”’ continued Justice Dixon, 
*“* would make that place a disorderly house 
and the person maintaining it guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Usury is not criminal. It is 
only the maintenance of a place for such 
business that constitutes the misdemeanor. 
A single act makes the purchaser guilty of 
a crime, and the practice of the act makes 
him guilty of another crime. The punish- 
ment is a fine not to exceed $500. Where 
the evidence warrants, indictments should 
be found.”’ 

Justice Dixon said that there was a case 
pending in the Court of Eorrors and Ap- 
peals in which a man who had sold $50 of 
his wages had actually paid the lender $145 
the money having been paid in istallments 
extending oven a year. 


W. A. CLARK’S REALTY MOVE. 


Montana Senator Forms a Company to 
Take Over His Holdings.

MAY BE MAN WHO CUT 
UP FARMHAND’S BODY 


Sheriff Makes an Arrest in Connec- 
ticut Murder Mystery. 


THE WRONG MAN IMPLICATED 


Coroner’s Theory Is That a Demand for 
Money Led to Murderous Assault 
on Farm Laborer. 


ESSEX, Conn., April 11.—Deputy Sheriff 
Huntley of this place arrested a man this 
afternoon whose @gescription tallies almost 
identically with that of John Marx, who is 
suspected of the murder of Joseph Pavoll, 
the farm hand, whose mutilated body was 
found in an old excavation on Marx’s farm, 
at Colchester, last Friday. The man ar- 
rested says he is seventy years old, and 
that his name is Jacob Sweitzer. 

By reason of the broken English that he 
insists in using the authorities were unable 
to get a statement from him, or, in fact, 
anything that is coherent. When arrested 
he carried a pair of shoes under his 
arm, and in separate bundles were a pair 
of shears, a razor, and a few old rags. The 
man made no attempt to run away, but 
protested against being put in the town 
lock-up. He was tired and his clothes and 
shoes were very dusty, as though they had 
seen good service during the last few days. 
Essex is about thirty miles from Colchester. 


COLCHESTER, Conn., April 11.—Early 
to-day Sheriff Jackson and a posse were 
condugting their search for John Marx in 
the town of Salem, just south of Colchester. 
A Salem resident is said to have talked 
with Marx, but, as the Sheriff was not 
notified until about ten hours later, the 
trail was not very fresh when picked up. 
According to the Salem man, Marx stated 
he was in hiding because he had had trou- 
ble with his family. 

It appeared to-day that, as a result of 
the search, Marx has been confused by 
some persons with another resident of Col- 
chester, a German, named John Marks. 
The man for whom search is being made 
is a Russian Jew. Marks has children and 
other relatives in various parts of the 
country, and since the announcement of the 
murder he has been annoyed by the receipt 
of telegrams and letters of inquiry about 
the matter. 

The theory on which the Coroner is work- 
ing in his investigation is that the farm 
hand was killed while asleep with a blow 
of an axe. He is said to have slept usually 
on the floor of the bedroom occupied by 
Marx. The floor was covered with straw 
matting, which is now missing. 

It is supposed that the murderer, finding 
the body too heavy to carry from the house, 
cut it up as it lay on thé matting and put 
the portions in a bag in the cellar. It is 
believed that the matting was afterward 
burned. 

Coroner Brown is understood to hold the 
theory that a demand made upon Marx for 
money, when Pavoll desired to go away, led 
to the murder. 


LET A $350 REWARD SLIP BY. 


Lawyer and Policemen Didn’t Know 
Who Mr. Smith Was. 


When Timothy James Austin Smith was 
arraigned in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday on a charge of disorderly 
conduct J. J. Higgins of the Riverview- 
Astoria Sanitarium, at Caldwell, N. J., 
claimed the prisoner, saying he had escaped 
two or three weeks ago. Then the police 
and one attorney learned that they had let 
$350 slip through their fingers, that amount 
having been offered as a reward for the 
return of the man to the sanitarium. 

Smith first got into trouble about a week 
ago. He had engaged rooms at the Majes- 
tic Hotel, representing that he was the son 
of a Toronto millionaire. He declined to 
pay a cab bill, and was arrested. Though 
he had a valuable watch and some jewelry 
he was reluctant to part with them in rais- 
ing money to pay the fine of $5 that was 
imposed on him by Magistrate Barlow. 
Mark Alter, a lawyer, went to Smith’s re- 
lief, paying his fine and later advancing $5 
on the strength of the prisoner's statement 
that he expected a remittance. 

When Mr. Alter called later at the Majes- 
tic Hotel he was told that Smith had been 
ejected from the house because of his ec- 
centric actions. 

Smith was arrested Sunday at Sixth Ave- 
nue and Thirtieth Street, where he was 


creating a disturbance, by Policeman 
Thomas Riordan of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station. When arraigned in 
court he was recognized by Thomas Hamill, 
law partner of Mr. Alter. Mr. Alter de- 
eclares that he is out just $360, which in- 
cludes the $10 he advanced to Smith and 
the $350 reward that was offered for the 
man’s apprehension.

LITHOGRAPHERS “END STRIKE. 


Agreement Reached After Conference 
Lasting Since April 4. 


A final agreement as to a settlement of 
the strike and lock-out of the lithograph- 
ers, which affected more than 10,000 men 
throughout the country, and tied up the 
entire trade, was reached yesterday after- 
noon. An agreement was signed by repre- 
sentatives of the Litkographers’ Interna- 
tional Protective Association and the Em- 
ployers’ Association, East, West, and Pa- 
cific, subject to ratification by the local 
unions throughotit the United States. 

The representatives of the international 
union signed a supplementary agreement, 
pledging themselves to use their best ef- 
forts to get the local unions to ratify. the 
agreement before April 15. 

The settlement was the result of confer- 
ences which have been going on continu- 
ously at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, beginning 
Monday, April 4, and ending yesterday, 
Sunday being excepted, between six mem-

ENGINEER’S ARM TORN OUT. 


Strain on Member Lifted Three-Ton Ma- 
chine Before It Gave Way. 


Charles Metzen, an engineer, of 446 West 
Twenty-sixth Street, and employed at the 
factory of the New York Bed Couch Com- 
pany, 534 West Thirtieth Street, yesterday 
morning climbed on to a large punching ma- 
chine to adjust a three-inch belt that had 
slipped from a revolving pulley just above 
the punch. Metzen’s right arm was caught 
between the pulley and the belt, and at the 
same time his left foot became wedged in 
the punching machine. 

The quick revolutions of the pulley wound 
and twisted the arm, drawing the man’s 
body upward. So great was the strain that 
the punching machine, which weighs three 
tons and which was bolted to the floor, 


was drawn from its fastenings and raised 
two feet in the air. 

Horrified, the engineer’s fellow-workmen 
could give him no help. An instant later 
the arm was torn out at the elbow and 
Metzen fell heavily to the floor. He was 
taken to Roosevelt Hospital. His recovery 
is doubtful.

BIG RUSH FOR CITY JOBS. 


Crowd After Offices for Which No Mene 
tal Test Is Needed. 


The City Prison and the Criminal Courts 
Building, with the break of dawn yesterday. 
were surrounded by a number of citizens 
eager for political jobs, sq many that Sergt. 
Walsh of the Tombs Court found it neces 
sary to use forty policemen to get. the 
crowd into order, forming it in a line about 
the Criminal Courts and the City Prison. 
Long before the New York City civil ser- 
vice office, at White and Centre Streets, 
‘was opened there were at last 1,500 men 
and women struggling for position in the 
lines. 

It was the first day to file applications 
for city jobs that are free from the ne- 
cessity of mental examination. This did 
not affect the character of the crowd that 
kept the office busy all day in registering 
its members as applicants for work. In the 
long lines stretching at least six city 
blocks the rule was that the men were 


clean shaven, rather well dressed, and 
the women were not untidy. 

As the people knew exactly what. they 
had come for and that the rule was that 
the applications are received in the order 
of their application, there was the natural 
effort to be at the head of the line, leading 
to an occasional fight, suk, stopped by 
the police, who drove the belligerents out 
of the line, with the result that those who 
had waited many hours were inclined to be 
patient. Sergt. alsh saw that the weight 
of the men in line was enough, even when 
they tried to avoid it, to shove the women 
out of line, and he formed them. into a 
separate line in the rotunda of the build- 
ing, so that they really had the place of 
vantage. 

The first person registered as an ap- 
plicant for work was Bartholomew Hunt, 
who had started from his home in the 
Bronx at midnight, walking to the Crim- 
inal Courts Building. By force of determi- 
nation and bodily fitness he had held his 
place at the front from 8 until 8 o’clock in 
the morning. At the end of the day’s 
work, the clerks in the bureau estimated 
that they had about 3,000 names registered 
as applicants.

THE TIME LIMIT RULE 
AROUSES METHODISTS 


Hot Discussion Over the One-Year | 


Period of Pastorates. 


GENERAL_DELEGATES FAVOR IT 


Conference Statistician Says the Rule 
Keeps the Church from Being a 
Place of Amusement. 


The “ time-limit ” rule which was adopted 
by the General Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church in 1900 and which 
allows a minister to remain in a church for 
only a year, instead of five, as before, 
caused some rather warm discussion at the 
meting of the New York Conference yester- 
day. The discussion will be continued to- 
morrow, but, after yesterday’s arguments 
were over, those in favor of the proposed 
change to the old fivé-year rule discovered, 
or thought they discovered, that all or 
nearly all of the delegates to the General 
Conference opposed the change. 

On Saturday the Rev. Jesse Ackerman 
presented a memorial, asserting that the 
change of 1900 was needless and that it 
increased “‘ restlessness among the churches 
and pastors.’’ The Rev. P. M. Watters, the 
Statistician of the Conference, opposed the 
memorial yesterday. He said in part: 

“I am in favor of the present system be- 
cause it is a success. I have heard it re- 
marked that the present system causes 
restlessness, and I honor it for that. This 
restlessness that is among us proves that 
the system is that which brings with it a 
great hope for the Church. I believe it is 
a system that brings our Church out of 
fickleness. It causes people to give their 
love to a pastor that is sent to them. Now, 
the trouble with our churches is that they 
have come to occupy the position of thea- 
tres and places of amusement. 

“Our own people have become degraded 
with the idea that the Church of God is to 
entertain them. They have come to think 
that the kind of pastor they want is some 
one who will pay the church debts and fill 
the pews; some one who, in a booming, 
sky-rockety way, will amuse the people. I 
believe that the present system gives us a 
better hope. It says to a man: ‘Come to 
us, and we will support you if you do hon- 
est work.’ ”’ 

At the conclusion of Dr. Watters’s speech 
a dozen ministers sprang up to talk for or 
against him. The Rev. Dr. A. Ostrander 
got the coveted opportunity and spoke in 
favor of the memorial. After him the Rev. 
J. J. Dean spoke. He said: 

“The whole memorial is what they call in 
Wall Street ‘ undigested securities.’ Let us 
not send anything to the General Confer- 
encee which will reflect.on our common 
sense, The time limit usedgto be three 
months, but that didn’t give us time to 
scratch the soil of a church, and then it 
was increased to six months, to a year, two 
years, and then to five years. They undid 
the last buckle at the last General Confer- 
ence and removed the time limit altogther, 
Lobsters go backward, but lions go for- 
ward. We cannot keep our best men in the 
church with such a limitation as the time 
limit. They want to get away from this 
restless grind of change, change, change! ”’ 
The Rev, Andrew Gillies of St. Andrew’s 
Church said that he favored the time limit 
because it was based upon the needs of the 
average church and the average minister. 
He was not in favor, however, of sending 
the memorial to the General Conference, 
but having the matter referred to the whole 
church t6 vote upon at its lay and minis- 
terial conferences in 1908. 

“It is undignified-and unfair,’’ said the 
Rev. Dr. James M. King, Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society, “to send this 
memorial to the General Conference.”” He 
propos@i a substitute indorsing the present 
System, but was voted down. 

The Rev. Arthur Thompson declared that 
Since the time limit was removed there had 
been but a single transfer from a large 
church from Harlem to Albany, and that 
he favored the old system. Speaking of the 
officials of the church who appoint the 
pastors, the speaker said: 

“The jury has been tampered with and 
the coirt which should have been as just 
as the Supreme Court of the United States 
Was influenced by men of wealth in the 
Church.” 

The disenss‘- lasted for about two- hours 
and a half. To Bishop Andrews, who pre- 
sided during part of the session, Mrs. Clin- 
ton B. Fisk of the Woman’s Home Mission- 
ary Society presented a silver-bound gavel, 
savine that she had noticed the difficulty 
that the Bishop had in keeping order by 
pounding the desk with his hand. A reso- 
lution condemning lynching was unanimous- 
ly adopted. It called attention to the fact 
spat hyaching was no longer confined to the 

outh, 

Clinton N. Howard of Rochester made a 
temperance address at St. Paul’s Church 
last evening. He said that the country 
Was not only first in progress and wealth, 
but first in crime. divorce, and Anarchy. 
The increase of crime here, he said, could 
hardly be believed. The Rey. A. E. Lord 
praised the New York ministers, who op- 
posed Mr. Jerome’s “ iniquitous effort’ for 
Sunday liquor selling. 


THE PRESBYTERY’S DELEGATES 


No Instructions as to Union with the 
Cumberland Branch. 


The New York Presbytery, at its semi- 
annual meeting, held in the First Presby- 
terian Church yesterday, discussed the ne- 
gro question somewhat indirectly. An ef- 
fort being made to unite the various 
branches of the Presbyterian Church under 
one head, namely, the Presbyterian Church 
of America, and among the branches to 
be united with the Northérn branch is the 
Cumberland branch of the Southwest. The 
Cumberland branch gives negro Presby- 
terians the right to establish their own 
churches independently, while in the 
Northern branch they are expected to 
mingle and worship with the whites. 

It was one of the purposes of yesterday's 
meeting to select Commissioners, better un- 
derstood as delegates, to the General As- 
sembly, which is to be held in Buffalo on 
May 19 next, and at which it is known that 
the question of joining the various branches 
of the Presbyterian Church will come up. 
There are those in the New York Presby- 
tery who are in favor of admitting the 
Cumberland branch, which is liberal, and 
those who are opposed to its admission. 

When the question whether or not the 
Commissioners to the General Assembly 
Should be instructed came up, the Rey. Dr. 
Russell Booth, pastor emeritus of the Rut- 
gers Church, proposed that the Commis- 
sioners be instructed not to insist on a 
departure from the custom which obtains 
in the Northern Presbyterian churches, of 
allowing negroes to worship where they 
please. 

Those who spoke in favor of the passage 
of Dr. Booth’s proposal or “‘ overture," be- 
sides Dr. Booth, were the Rey. Dr. Robert 
Mackenzie, the Rev. Dr. Howard Agnew 
Johnson, the Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst, the 
Rey. Dr. George Alexander, and the Rev. 
J. Ross Stevenson. 

Those who spoke against it were the Rev. 
D. J. McMillan, R. R. White, J. H. Hoad- 
ley, and others. The debate upon the sub- 
ject was said to have been quite spirited 
while it lasted, with the result of ieavihg 
the matter as it originally stood, with the 
Commissioners to be free to act as they 
think best. 

The refusal of the Presbytery to accept 
the appiication of Amos Isaac Dushaw, a 
student of Union Theological Seminary, to 
be admitted inte the Presbytery, was con- 
sidered by those present as another im- 
portant action of the session, Objection 
was made to him, not as an individual, but 
merely as a student of the Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary, which does not report to the 
General Assembly. Moderator Evans 
therefore merely ruled that the application 
was not regular and could not be recog- 
nized. No appeal was taken. 

The Commissioners to the General As- 
sembly who were selected were the Rev 
Dr. Robert Johnson of _ the _ American 
Church at Montreal, the Rev. Dr. J.

NEW CHAPEL FOR ST. JOHN’S. 


To be Known as the Chapel of the 


Huguenots. 


At the banquet of the Huguenot Society 
held last night at Delmonico’s the Rev. Dr. 
William R. Huntington of Grace Church 
said that another chapel was to be added 
to the cathedral on Morningside Heights, 
and that it was to be known as the Chapel 
of the Huguenots, 

After the banquet he said that the donor 
was Mrs. Edward King, mother of George 
Gordon King, who had contributed $100,000 
for the erection of the second of the seven 
chapels that are to surround the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine. 

Before the speaking was begun the cere- 
mony of the loving cup was performed. It 
was adapted from that in use in the French 
Hospital in London since 1718, and which 
has been performed regularly at the dinner 
of the Huguenot Society of America. Those 
participating in the ceremony were T. J. 
Oakley Rhinelander and Mrs. James M. 
Lawton; Frederick W. Stelle and Alden 
Freeman bore the loving cup; Cornelius B. 
Mitchell, Herbert Dupuy, Irving Brokaw, 
F. Ashton de Peyster, Oscar B. Ireland, and 
Andrew A. Bibby bore the American, Hu- 
guenot, English, Dutch, Swiss, and French 
flags to the dais where the ceremony was 
performed. 

Frederic J. de Peyster, the toastmaster, 
in his introductory remarks said that the 
greatest enrichment of America was 
through the Huguenots driven from abroad. 

Those sitting on the dais with Mr. de 
Peyster were Dr. Huntington, Judge A. 'T. 
Clearwater, William D. Murphy, the speak- 
er of the evening, and Francis K. Pendle- 
ton of the Society of Cincinnati; W. But- 
ler Duncan of St. Andrew’s Society, Robert 
H. Turle of St. George’s Society, George G 
De Witt of the St. Nicholas Society, Gen. 
James M. Varnum of the Society of Colo- 
nial Wars, Theodore M. Varnum of the 
Holland Society, and Dr. Roderick Terry 
of the Society of Mayflower Descendants. 

Dr. Huntington, is his address, said in 
art: 
pet My New England conscience compels 
me to fear that I ought not to be here as a 
Huguenot except through imagination. 
Your Secretary persuaded me that in the 
seventeenth century the Barrys married 
into my family, so that I was eligible, but 
I find that the Barrys in my case were 
Anglo-Saxon. But Huguenot is the French 
for Puritan. 

** Now, I have some news for you. We 
propose to have around the Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral in Morningside Heights 
seven chapels, each to represent some ele- 
ment that has gone to help build up this 
municipality, and these shall be built with- 
out idea of creed. The second of these 
chapels is promised, and is to be built. The 
name is to be the Huguenot Chapel.”’ 

William Butler Duncan of the St. An- 
drew’s Society said that he bore a message 
from President Roosevelt, who has some 
Huguenot blood in his veins, that he 
begged to assure the society that he was in 
full sympathy with its purposes. 

Judge Clearwater of Kingston spo of 
what the Huguenots had done for’ the 
American people. He took exception to a 
remark credited to President Wilson of 
Princeton, that it had taken a hundred 
years of our civilization to get rid of the 
Dutchman and the Huguenot. Judge Clear- 
water declared that “ poor old Woodrow 
Wilson has something to learn.” 


IMMIGRANTS IN A FLOCK. 


Nearly 5,000 Added to the City’s Popu- 
lation Yesterday. 


The population of New York City was 
increased by almost 5,000 people yesterday. 
Most of them were Italians .who were 
brought here on several of the big steam- 
ships from Mediterranean ports. From 
the great number of steerage passengers 
who arrived here on Sunday, there were 
about 2,000 who could not be cleared until 
yesterday morning, and 4,333 more from 
vessels in yesterday were cleared by the 
immigration authorities. Usually two-thirds 
of the arrivals are shipped to various parts 
of the country as soon as they land, but 
not more than 1,500 of yesterday's arrivals 
were taken out of town. 

A larger crowd than usual besieged the 
Barge Office yesterday looking for friends. 


The people in the crowd were mainly 
Italians, who gave no heed to the orders 
of the policemen on post, but crowded, 
pushed, and fought all during the time 
they were waiting. At last the situation 
became so bad that the policemen resorted 
to the old-time use of the night stick and 
order was restored. 

A number of sightseers lingered about the 
Battery to gaze on the strange Sight pre- 
sented by the mob and the incoming people, 
and several of them expressed surprise 
that such immigrants were allowed to land. 


WOMAN DIES IN HOBOKEN CELL. 


Came from Manhattan and Locked Up 
on Intoxication Charge. 


A woman about forty-five years old, not 
yet identified, who had been locked up at 
the Second Precinct Station, Hoboken, on 
a charge of drunkenness, died in the cell 
yesterday morning. The woman crossed 
from Manhattan on the ferryboat Lacka- 
wanna, one in the Fourteenth Street ferry 
service, and when the boat landed was 
turned over to Policeman McGuinness. At 


the police station she was unable to tell 
her name or anything about herself, and 
was placed in a cell, 

Early yesterday morning, while Door- 
man Stanton was making his round he 
heard a sound as if some one was suffer- 
ing great agony, and traced it to the cell 
occupied by the woman. A doctor was 
ealled in, but the woman died just as he 
arrived. The woman carried a handbag 
which contained $8 in money, also a pock- 
etbook with brass binding, and wore a pair 
of gold earrings set with small stones. She 
had a demijohn containing wine in her pos- 
session when taken to the police station. 


CUT HER CHILD’S HAND OFF. 


Act of a Mother Insane on Religion— 
Victim May Recover. 


OIL CITY, Penn., April 11.—Mrs. Luke 
Gough, aged twenty-seven, became insane 
on religion a week ago, and this afternoon, 
obeying what she believed to be a Divine 
command, she sat her daughter Harriet, 
aged eight months, on top of a hot gas 


stove, and before the other children could 
bring assistance, cut the girl’s right hand 
off at the wrist with a blunt paring knife. 
The mutilated child may recover. 

Mrs. Gough was a member of the sect 
known as the “ Holy Rollers.”

Jefferson M. Levy’s Reasons for 
Advancing Price of Holdings. 


VERY HEART OF THE CITY 


Theatre and Hotel Centre Around the 
New Building of The New 
York Times. 


“Times Square will be the Piccadilly of 
New York—the very heart and centre of the 
city. Because I believe this, I have adver- 
tised the fact that my property between 
Forty-first and Forty-second Streets, on 
Seventh Avenue, which formerly was of- 
fered at $350,000, cannot now be purchased 
for less than $400,000.” 

This statement, made yesterday by Jef- 
ferson M. Levy, was supplemented by the 
following explanation of the causes leading 
to the action: 

“The basis of real estate values in any 
part of the city is established by condi- 
tions of environment. Realizing this, I 
have been studying conditions in the vicin- 
ity of the new Times Building. The result 
of this study was a refusal recently of an 
offer of $325,000 for the property which I 
own, and a consideration of the advisabil- 
ity of asking still more for the property. 
This I have done, and, as the property was 
in the hands of a number of agents, I 
thought the easiest way to notify them at 
once time was by advertising. 

“The subway, with a station under the 
new Times Building, will make this the 
great distributing point of the city. Con- 
sider one point alone, its importance as a 
centre of the theatrical business—a busi- 
ness which draws large numbers of people 
to nearby hotels. Within limits of three or 
four blocks you find the following thea- 
tres: New Amsterdam, Lyric, Belasco, 
Hammerstein’s, American, Broadway, Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, Empire, Criterion, 
New York, New Lyceum, Hudson, Knick- 
erbocker, Casino, New Colonial, (building,) 
and the house projected at the corner of 
Forty-fifth Street and Broadway. 

“Property on Forty-second Street, be- 
tween Sixth Avenue and Broadway, has 
sold within the last year for nearly $100 a 
Square foot, and no property between Sev- 
enth and Eighth Avenues on the same 
street, with perhaps one exception, very 
close to Eighth Avenue, can be purchased 
to-day under $125,000 a lot. Which goes to 
show that the decision of THE Timms to 
establish itself up town has enhanced val- 
ues far beyond the limits set by experts. 

“To take examples close at hand: My 
neighbor on one side has 1,600 square feet, 
for which he is asking $60 a foot, while on 
the other side of me 2,400 square feet are 
offered at $80 a square foot.

A few years ago, 
just before the Broad Street Station in 
Philadelphia was built, some property on 
Fifteenth Street, in that city, was offered 
to me for $35,000, It was not yesterday or 
the day before that this same property was 
sold for $225,000. Many lots within four or 
five blocks of that station which were of- 
fered at the time of which I speak for $25,- 
000 have since been sold for from $100,000 
to $200,000.”

THE PEOPLE’S CHORAL UNION. 


A Great Chorus Sings Superbly in Car- 
’ négie Hall. 


The People’s Choral Union, which is ex- 
hibiting more than its usual activity this 
Spring, gave another concert last evening 
in Carnegie Hall under Mr. Frank Dam- 
rosch’s direction, and exhibited again its 
title to be considered one of the most po- 
tent and vital musical influences at work 
in New York. The principal number upon 
the programme was Max Bruch’s cantata, 
“The Cross of Fire.” There were also Mr. 
Damrosch's setting of ‘“‘My Country ’Tis 
of Thee,” Edgar Stillman Kelley’s setting 
of Walt Whitman’s “ O Captain, My Cap- 
tain,” Henry Holden Huss’s setting of 
Kipling’s ‘Recessional,” and excerpts 
from the last act ‘of.‘‘ Die Meistersinger ” 
for chorus, orchestra, and solos. Most of 
the qualities of this great chorus of 500 or 
600 voices that were admired in its recent 
performance of ‘‘ The Messiah’ were again 
to be admired in its singing of Gade’s can- 


tata. There was occasionally something: 


of the sluggishness that is almost unavoid- 
able in choruses of these large numbers, 
but it was reduced to a minimum and there 
were a splendid vigor and energy in most 
of the measures, a certain elasticity and 
intensity of expression that are obviously 
the product of enthusiasm and zeal such 
as. few bodies of singers bring to their 
work. Nor was attention to shading and 
nuance lacking, and the dramatic accent 
that Gade tried to make especially promi- 
nent in this cantata was in large measure 
realized. It is a melodious work, and, 
though it cannot be accounted a great one, 
it is extremely effective after its kind. 

Mr, Kelley’s chorus is broadly and vigor- 
ously written; it seems scarcely to realize 
the breadth and rhapsodical sonority of 
Whitman's lines, which seem rather 
hemmed in by the music than heightened 
in their effect by it. Mr. Huss’s setting of 
Kipling’s noble poem is wrought in the vein 


of deep sincerity that befits the verse, and 
is a finely felt and skillfully composed 
work; yet it, too, labors under the disad- 
vantage that confronts a composer in in- 
terpreting musically a poem so wholly fa- 
miliar, and it lacks a certain quality of in- 
evitableness that such a gorting, mat have 
to be perfectly succéssful. he phrase 
that accompanies the line “ Lest we for- 
et’’ comes as a disappointment. The se- 
ections from ‘ Die Meistersinger ”’ includ-_ 
ed some of the orchestral passages intro- 
ductory to the choruses of the guilds, the 
slow waltz, the chorale of the people, the 
“Prize Song,’’ and Hans Sachs’s address, 
with the choral interludes. As a whole 
this music is unsatisfactory in concert per- 
formance, because it so imperatively needs 
the scene, the action, and the spectacle. 
The chorus was not so successful with 
much of it as it was with most of its other 
numbers; but the chorale was delivered 
with magnificent impressiveness, with a 
weight and volume and with a quality of 
tone that made it count for its utmost. 

Miss Shanna Cummings, soprano; Mr. 
Albert Quesnel, tenor, (who sang “Una 
Furtiva Lagrima "’ from “* L’Elisir 
d’Amore"';) Mr. Frederick Wheeler, bari- 
tone, and Mr. Bromberg, bass, were. the 
solo singers.

Mrs. Carnegie Will Duplicate Larg- 
est Donation to Speedwell Society. 


D. G. REID AND MRS. SAGE HELP 


Tuberculosis Hospital to be Built 
Among Pines—The Society’s 
Work of Two Years. 


At a meeting of the Speedwell Society for 
Sick and Convalescent Children at the resi- 
dence of Miss Helen Miller Gould, 579 Fifth 
Avenue, yesterday, it was announced that 
Mrs. Andrew Carnegie had promised to du- 
plicate the largest donation made for the 
benefit of that organization. It was also 
announced that Daniel G. Reid of the Rock 
Island Company had promised to be one of 
twenty to contribute $5,000 toward a fund 
of $100,000. Mrs. Russell Sage gave to the 
founder and President, Mrs. Donald Sage 
Mackay, a check for $200. 

There have never been sadder tales told 
or more pathetic pictures shown of little 
sufferers in any of the severe famines of 
the East than those which this society 
brings from the homes of the east side tene- 
ments in New York. The children in almost 
every instance are suffering from diseases 
incident to lack of proper care and food. 
The improvement in them after they come 
under the influence of the society is-almost 
miraculous. The society was organized by 
Mrs. Mackay two years ago. Some of its 
purposes are to relieve the children imme- 
diately, without a long red tape routine, 
to do the greatest possible amount of work 
with the money at command, to have every 
cent of the funds go for the benefit of the 
children, without wasteful expenditure for 
institutions and employes. 

Many of the children treated are taken 
from the Post-Graduate Hospital of New 
York, and, by the advice of Dr. Henry D. 
Chapin of the hospital, they receive indi- 
vidual treatment. They are boarded in pri- 
vate homes where they can have the 
“ mothering’? which Dr, Chapin believes 
every baby needs. This work is carried on 
in Morristown, N. J., where there is a resi- 
dent matron, Mrs. Nannie Rigby, who vis- 
its the children every day, and a physician, 
Dr. Francis H. Glazebrook, who is always 
within call night or day. Both the doctor 
and matron were at the meeting yesterday 
and spoke of the work. 

Of 132 children taken to Morristown dur- 
ing the past two years, only 20 have died. 
All were considered hopeless cases at first. 
The condition of the children when they 
are received is miserable. A picture of one 
of the society’s babies is like a model. The 
subject of the picture is litfle Morris Reiter, 
who, when he was received at the hospital 
in November, 1903, weighed 5 pounds and 8 
ounces, and in a few weeks tipped the 
scales at 25 pounds. Mrs. Rigby said that 
one of the sa@dest parts of the work was 
that of taking the children back to their 
homes and the old dangers. 

Dr. Chapin spoke of his theory of the in- 
dividual ‘‘ mothering ’’ needed by sick ba- 
bies and the possibility of bringing the ba- 
bies back to a state of perfect health. “If 
our good millionaires would give more of 
their money for relief and less to research 
they would accomplish more,” he said. He 
also said that he did not believe in the 


eory of letting the weakest die. 
tes Suffer little children to come unto 
me’ does not mean that we are to let them 
die,” said the Rey. Dr. Ernest M. Stires 
of St. Thomas’s Church, “ but that we are 
to teach them how to live. 

Mrs. Carnegie’s gift will be used for a 
tuberculosis cottage or hospital on a site 
not chosen in the pines and as near New 
York as possible. It has been demonstrated 
that this disease is easily cured in the cases 
of most children, but it has not been pos- 
sible to find homes for them in private 
families from the fear of the “‘ great white 
plague.’’ The society has now thirty-one 
patients, although it really has accommo: 
tions for only twelve or fifteen. Its ability 
is strained to the utmost. With the en- 
dowment fund it will place trained nurses 
in the tenement house districts to teach 
mothers how to prevent .disease. No dis- 
crimination is made as to sect, nationality, 
or color among the children.

HIS COUNTERFEITS CLEVER. 


Stamp Dealers Praise the Work of the 
Accused Wolle. 


Richard P. W. Wolle, who, according to 
the police, has a long string of aliases, was 
arraigned. in the Tombs Police Court yes- 
terday for selling counterfeit stamps to 
stamp dealers. Experts who have exam- 
ined his work say that it is excellent in its 
way, and that the counterfeiting might 
not have been discovered if Wolle, in af- 
fixing an alleged valuable and old stamp to 
an envelope, had not used mucilage of an 
inferior. quality. 

One of the counterfeits, according to an 
expert, purported to be a brown five-cent

The com- 
plainant against Wolle is Joseph H. Ne- 
green, a stamp dealer at 128 East Twenty- 
third Street. Wolle was held in $1,000 bail 
for examination on charge of grand lar- 
ceny. 


BOY SHOT BY DETECTIVE DIES. 


Erie Freight Yard Watchman Rearrest- 
ed—Now on Manslaughter Charge. 


James Condon, the sixteen-year-old boy 
who was shot by Erie Railroad Detective 
James McKenna in the Jersey City freight 
yard on Jan. 30, died yesterday at his 
home, 177 Twelfth Street. McKenna, who 
was under bail to answer a charge of atro- 
cious assault, was rearrested and held to 
answer a charge of manslaughter. 

McKenna said that he had been instruct- 
ed to keep the freight, yard free from in- 
truders. He saw Condon and several other 
boys in the yard, and believed they were 
there for the purpose of stealing. He fired 
several shots over their heads for the pur- 
pose of frightening them. As he fired the 


last shot his foot slipped and this deflected 
the revolver so that the bullet entered the 
boy’s back and pierced the left lung. 

He was greatly affected by the news of 
the boy’s death, as young Condon was sup- 
posed to be greatly imptoved when removed 
from St. Francis Hospital to his home two 
weeks ago. 


POLO PONY SAVED A HOTEL. | 


Met Mineola Firemen and Helped Pull 
Truck. 


Murphy’s Hotel, on the Jericho Turnpike, 
Mineola, caught fire yesterday on the roof, 
and by the prompt work of Charles Hersig, 
owner of a number of polo ponies which he 
trains for wealthy people on Long Island, 
with his pony saved the building from se- 
vere loss. Hersig was riding the pony, 
breaking. him in for polo work, when he 
Saw that the hotel was ablaze. 

Knowing that the firemen ‘had a long dis- 
tance to pull the truck, and fearing that by 
the time they reached the scene the wooden 
building would be destroyed, he started 
his pony at a fast run to the firehouse. 
He met the firemen coming toward the ho- 
tel, and, quickly taking out his lariat, tied 
it to the pole of the truck, and with a 


hitch about the pommel of the saddle 
helped to pull the machine to the fire. 

The firemen reached the scene within 
less than half the time it would have taken 
to pull the’ truck. The men were at work 
in a few minutes, and soon had the fire 
out, confining it to the roof. The loss was 
estimated at about $50. 


ASPHALT COMPANIES FIRM. 


Will Meet Skilled Workmen, but Not the 
Laborers. 


A committee appointed by the Central 
Federated Union on Sunday to arrange @ 
conference with the asphalt companies with. 
a view to a settlement of their strike re- 
ported yesterday that the effort was un- 
successful. The committee reported that 
the companies were willing to meet repre- 
sentatives of the engineers, pavers, ram- 
mers, and other skilled trades, but not the 
laborers. It was decided to have no con- 
ference without the asphalt workers, but 
the Central Federated Union submitted a 
new wage scale on behalf of the workers, 


with a demand for recognition of the union, 
an eight-hour work day for all new work, 
and a ten-hour work day for repair work.

SUPREME COURT HITS 
SECURITIES CO. AGAIN 


Circuit Court’s Decision in Minne- 
sota’s Suit Reversed. 


CASE BACK TO STATE COURTS 


A Virtual Second Defeat for Merger— 
Practically the Same Points tn- 
volved as in Federal Suit. 


WASHINGTON, April i1.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day handed down 
an Opinion in the case of the State of Min- 
nesota vs. the Northern Securities Com- 
pany and the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Railway Companies, involving 
the validity of the merger of the two rail- 
road companies, holding that the Circuit 
Court was without jurisdiction and revers- 
ing the opinion of that court. The opinion 
Was written Justice Harlan and was 
unanimous. 

The case is the suit brought by the State 
before the Federal Government initiated 
litigation against the merger, and practi- 
cally the same points are involved. By 
the decision the court sends the case back 
to the State courts from° which it was 
transferred. 

The contention that the case involved 
proprietary interests of the State was not 
allowed to influence the opinion. On that 
point the court said fn part: 

“The injury on account of which the 
present suit was brought is at most only 
remote and imdirect; such an injury as 
would come alike, although in different de- 
grees, to every individual owner of prop- 
erty in a State by reason of the suppres- 
sion, in violation of the act of Congress, of 
free competition between inter-State car- 
riers engaged in business in such State.

CURRENCY BILL REPORTED. 


‘House Committee on Banking Recom- 
mends Its Passage. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—A report from 
the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency recommending the passage of the 
bill ‘‘ to improve currency conditions” was 
filed in the House to-day hy Chairman 
Fowler. 

The first section of the bill repeals the 
law which prohibits customs receipts from 
tbeing dcposited in National banks. The 
result of the present law in this matter, 
ithe report says, is unnecessarily to tie up 
tthe money of the country. 

The second section repeals the monthly 
, three-million-dollar limit on bank note re- 
ttirement. The report says the repeal of 
‘this restriction will give to the National 
}bank note circulation all the elasticity 
which it is possible for a bond-secured cir- 
culation to have. 

The recoinage of silver dollars into sub- 
sidiary silver coins is provided in the third 
section of the bill. The limit of $100,000,- 
000 as the total amount of subsidiary silver 
coins that can be in existence at any one 
time is repealed by this section. There are 
in the Treasury 578,012,009 silver dollars, 
or, says the report, according to Secretary 
Shaw, 500 carloads of 30 tons each. It 
would cost $100,000 to recount this money, 
and the Secretary says that if is worth in 
bullion less than half of its face value in 
dollafs. It is this money that the bill pro- 
poses to recoin into subsidiary silver 
rapidly as the Secretary shall order. In 
this recoinage there is estimated a profit 
to the Government of 7 cents on each dol- 


lar.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The contro- 
versy that has been pending between the 
Post Office Department and publishers of 
| bookS as periodicals regarding the right of 
that class of publications to admission to 
the mails at the rate of 1 cent per pound 
as prescribed for newspapers, was finally 
determined to-day by the Supreme Court 
in favor of the department. Under this de- 
cision the serial publications that were car- 
ried for several years at the pound rate 

will be required to pay at the rate of 8 
eents per pound. 

Prior to 1902 serial publications of every 
| character and description, some of which

of publishers, were sent through the ‘mails 


as newspapers at the rate of 1 cent per 

pound. In 1902 Postmaster General Smith 

issued an order denying the privilege of the 

pound rate to such publications, and the 

suits decidfed to-day grew out of that de- 
i cision. 


| MOODY’S NAVY BOARD PROJECT. 


Secretary Explains It Would Have No 
Executive Power.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Secretary 
Moody is not in favor of the creation of a 
General Staff in the navy modeled after 
the General Staff organization in the 
army. This fact he communicated to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs to-day 
in a hearing granted him on a Dill of his 
own drafting ‘‘To increase the efficiency 
of the navy.” 

The bill authorizes the Secretarye of the 
Navy to constitute a general board in his 

| discretion by detailing seven officers on the 
active Jist of the navy and Marine Corps, 
not below the rank of Captain, for such 
duties as the Secretary may from time to 
time direct. 

The Secretary explained that this bill did 
not really enlarge his present authority in 
the matter of an advisory board. He now 
has the right to create such a board of any 
number ef officers and continue them on 
the board for any length of time. 


MAY GET BURROWS’S PLACE. 


William A. Smith to Run for Michigan 
Senatorship, It Is Said.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—It is said at 
the Capitol that William Alden Smith is 
to be.a candidate for the Michigan Sena- 
torship now held by Mr. Burrows, and that 
he may announce his candidacy next week.

MOROS FIGHT AMERICANS. 


Two Soldiers Killed—Gen. Wood Tried 
to Avoid Bloodshed. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The following 
bulletin was posted at the War Depart- 
ment to-day: 

**Gen, Wood reports that he invited the 
Sultan of Taraca to meet him at Vicars on 
March 81 for consultation, and that the 
Sultan refused to come, and instead made 
extensive hostile preparations. Marching 
columns from Marahui and Vicars left on 
the 2d of April, to assemble in Taraca 
Valley. 

“The Vicars column was fired into all 
night ten miles from Vicars, and one en- 
listed man was seriously wounded. The 
Marahui column was strongly resisted at 
the mouth of the Taraca River, although 
every effort was made to accomplish a 
peaceful landing: two enlisted men were 
seriously wounded, 

‘The combined forces assembled in the 
valley on the 4th of April, and a large 
number of the hostiles’ fortified cottas 
were occupied and destroyed from April 4 
to 7. The troops then returned to their 
proper stations. Newcomb, Company K, 
Seventeenth Infantry, and Wampler, Com- 
pany D, Twenty-third Infantry, 

“Every effort was made to bring the 
Moros to terms peacefully, but in each 
instance our troops were attacked before 
firing a shot, and force was only used when 


all peaceful methods failed and the enemy 
attac ked us. 

‘The two chiefs who*have been at the 
bottom of all the trouble on the east side 
of Lanao for two years are now in hiding, 
and they will be arrested if possible. 

‘Gen. Wade, to whom Gen. Wood's re- 
port was made, and who transmitted it to 
the department, adds that the conditions 
in the Taraca Valley for the last three 
months have been such as to render the 
above action absolutely necessary. .

COASTWISE LAWS 7 TO PANAMA. 


Senator McComas’s Sct Schame to Benefit 
American Shipping. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The latest idea 
for the benefit of American ships and ship- 
builders is to extend the navigation laws 
to Panama. Senator McComas to-day in- 
troduced a bill, which was referred to the 
Committee on Commerce, and an amend- 
ment to the Interoceanic bill soon to come 
up embodying the same matter. 

Substantially Senator McComas’s proposi- 
tion is that as Congress the other day 
passed a law extending the coastwise ship- 
ping laws to the Philippines, in like manner 
the American coastwise shipping laws 
should be extended to the ten-mile Pana- 
ma Canal zone. It provides, as in the case 
of the Philippines, that from the ports of 


the United States to the canal zone of 
Panama all goods shall be shipped in ships 
of American register. 

Senator McComas says that if the sup- 
plies and the immense freights which will 
go to Panama can be preserved to our 
coastwise trade, it will be divided among 
American ships, and they are so numerous 
that it may help to start American lines 
not only to the Isthmus, but to South Amer- 
ica, and do so by competition at reasonable 
freight rates. 

The bill provides that the coastwise laws 
should only apply during the time the 
canal is being excavated, and should ter- 
minate when the canal joins the two oceans 
and it has become a transit for the world, 
but the Senator considers it possible that 
when that time arrives the various lines 
will be so well established that the law 
will be re-enacted. 


THIS STRIKE TWO YEARS OLD. 


Glass Blowers at Vineland, N. J., Still 
Confident of Victory. 


VINELAND, N. J., April 11.—The second 
anniversary of the Glass Bottle Blowers’ 
Association strike against the George Jonas 
Glass Company, at Monotola, occurred on 
April 9. This has been one of the most 
remarkable struggles in the history of 
labor in New Jersey. The cost has been 
many thousand dollars. 

Four hundred men and boys were called 
out and placed on the payroll of the asso- 
ciation. In a report furnished by the ‘as- 
sociation it is stated that during the two 
years no striker has returned to work. 
Yard laborers and help are still on the 
payroll.

BEAVERS MUST STAND 
TRIAL IN BROOKLYN 


Supreme Court Upholds Denial of 
Habeas Corpus. 


INDICTED FOR POSTAL FRAUDS 


Accused Official Had Made a Long Fight 
in the Courts—Justice Brew- 
er’s Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, 
by Justice Brewer, the Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day sustained and af- 
firmed the opinion of the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the Southern District 
of New York in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings of George W. Beavers, late Chief of 
the Salary and Allowance Division of the 
Post Office Department, vs. William Hen- 
kle, United States Marshal. 

This case grows out of the prosecution 
of Beavers on the charge of having re- 
ceived money from the Edward J. Brandt- 
Dent Company for procuring a contract 
for the Government. Beayers was indicted 
in the Eastern District of New York, but 
the warrant was served upon him in the 
Southern. District. 

Before an order of the Southern District 

could be executed Beavers presented a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus to the Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District. This 
petition was refused, and the case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 
W. Beavers, whose home is in 
Park, Brooklyn, had his head- 
quarters as a postal official in Washing- 
ton. He was indicted on July 19, 1903, by 
the United States Grand Jury, on charges 
of having been paid for his influence in in- 
stalling the Brandt-Dent cash registers in 
the Post Offices of the United States. 

Indictments © against ex-Representative 
Edmund H. Driggs grew out of the same 
ease. On July 24 new indictments charg- 
ing the same offense were found against 
Beavers. Beavers, who had been living in 
Brooklyn, was forewarned of what was 
coming, and he moved to Manhattan, where 
he was out of the jurisdiction of the 
United States Circuit Court in his district. 

After a hearing before the United States 
Commissioner in Manhattan it was decided 
that Beavers must come to Brooklyn. The 
indicted man appealed to Judge Holt, and 
from him to Judge Lacombe, both of 
whom ae the Commissioner's decision.

.|NEGRO MINISTER HEAVILY 
SCORES THE NEGRO RACE 


Says Scourging of Colored Men Is 
Necessary and Deserved. 


LACK OF RACE COHESION 


Washington Preacher Asserts Negroes 
Are Not Careful Enough About Moral 
Atmosphere of Their Homes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aprii 11.—The colored 
members of the Second Baptist Church of 
this city listenéd yesterday to some unusual 
talk from a man of their own race. The 
speaker wus the pastor, the Rev. W. Bishop 
Johnson, who preached on the race ques- 
tion, entitling his sermon ‘* The Scourge 
of the Negro 

After describing the ‘‘ scourging”’ of the 
race that is now going on in this country, 
he said that the ‘‘ scourging’’ was neces- 
sary. As in the case'of the Israelites, he 
said, it was deserved. 

“There is,’’ said the pastor, ‘‘a notabie 
loss of manhood among us. We are not 
chivalric in our treatment of the woman- 
hood of the race. This weakness is seen 
in a disposition to live by our wits, to 
eatch hold of any makeshift, in order to 
keep up life; to ignore honest labor, and 


to scorn the man whose hand is hard and 
horny and whose sinewy arm is the bread- 
winner of the home. 

“The disfranchisement of the negro, by 
which he is reduced to a political nonentity, 
is one scourge with which God is whip- 
ping the negro to acquire property and 
education,” 


PREACHERS DEFEND BATHERS. 


Ocean Grove System Upheld Despite 
W. C. T. U.’s Attack. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., April 11.—The 
New Brunswick District Methodist Episco- 
pal preachers’ meeting to-day resented the 
recent criticisms of bathing in Ocean Grove 
by the Newark Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union. The preachers unanimously 
declared the present system of the sexes 
bathing together was moral and decént, and 
charged that the critics were not friends 
of the Church nor of the camp-meeting city.

MANY IMPROVEMENTS ON FIELD 


Old Clubhouse Transformed Into Pretty 
Building, Increased Seating Ca- 
pacity, and Other Changes. 


When the first championship game at 
home is played by the New York National 
League team against the Philadelphias on 
April 21, the Polo Grounds, remodeled in 
many particulars, will undoubtedly be one 
of the handsomest and best appointed ball 
fields in the country. The 2,000 persons 
who were present: yesterday to witness the 
game between Manager McGraw’s men and 
the champion Jersey City team of the East- 
ern League saw changes on every hand. 
Instead of the ordinary entrance that has 
been in use ever since the grounds were 
opened, visitors now enter a wide passage- 
way, then throtigh the turnstiles of the 
clubhouse, which opens into the grounds. 
The house, which formerly stood on Man- 
hattan Field, has been transformed into an 
attractive building, containing business of- 
fices, dressing rooms for the New York 
players, lockers, and a large bathing pool. 
It is steam heated, and every room is fur- 
nished with electric lights and electric 
bells. 

The ground yesterday, both the infield 
and outfield, showéd evidence of having 
been filled in, and consequently ‘was rather 
soft, especially in the outfield, but when 
in condition will present an excellent play- 
ing surface. The seating capacity has also 
been increased, a’ new stand having been 
built in the right field, also one in centre- 
field for the sole use of the twenty-five- 
cent patrons. 

The New Yorks had no trouble in defeat- 
ing the Jersey Citys yesterday, the score 
being 7 to 1, but with the exception of two 
or three excellent catchéS. in the outfield, 
there was nothing particularly notable in 
the playing of either team. The Eastern 
League champions were outclassed, and 
furthermore the mistakes of Pfanmiller 
and Woods, five between them, were very 
costly. Mathewson pitched with telling ef- 
fect at times, and in the fourth inning 
struck out three men in succession. Mc- 
Ginnity also was in good form, having 
plenty of speed and excelent command of 
tke ball.

REROLLE TO PLAY FOSS HERE. 


American Amateur Billiard Champion 
Explains His Defeat in Paris. 


Sanguinary ip the belief that he can yet 
win the amateur billiard: championship of 
the world, Wilson P. Foss, the premier 
American amateur, yesterday met a num- 
ber of his friends and related his experi- 
ences while in Paris. Foss arrived on 
La Lorraine, and while bronzed by the 
ocean voyage he looks to be a trifle drawn 
like an athlete overtrained. He claims that 
he has lost ten pounds in weight, due en- 
tirely to the tremendous physical strain of 
the match with Rerolle, who gained the 
coveted title on the final night of play. 

/' My reception in Paris: was all that a 

man could wish or ask for,” said Foss. 

‘While I believe that. Rerolle is certainly 
a great and skillful player of the eighteen- 
inch balk-line game, I attribute my defeat 
solely to my inability to play close billiards 
and get in. anything like a good-sized run 
by nursing. The table was. exceedingly 
fast, and I could not gét it so that my shots 
found all the openings around the balls. 
Rerolle was also very crafty on the final 
night, and his leaves from. which I was com- 
pelled to shoot were almost maddening. It 
was impossible for me to leave the balls 
safe, for Lucien Rerolle is one of the most 
resourceful hard-shot players I have ever 
met. On‘the final night my nerves were 
somewhat shaken because of an accident 
after the mat¢H on the previous night. My 
cab met in celision with another, and the 
horse Grawing’my cab was killed. I was 
unhurt, but fearing detention by the frolic 
I jumped out of the cab and escaped 
through the crowd without detection. This 
threw me off somewhat in the final block 
of points, but even eliminating this feature, 
Rerolle was easily ay master at the end.”’ 

Foss believes that he can defeat Rerolle 
when he comes to New York next Fall by 
playing the balk-line.nurse.. He will devote 
himself to practice Spring and Summer at 
his home and with George Slosson. On his 
departure the French amateurs presented 
Foss with a handsome medal, a replica of 
the one awarded to Rerolle, and engraved 
as a souvenir. 

The efforts of Fes§ to arrange a profes- 
sional match for SlesSon were futile. Cure, 
now recognized as the greatest of French 
billiard players, is unwilling to come to/this 
country, as he is making $25,000 a year in 
the Parisian academies. He did not see 
Jacob Schaefer play, ‘but the American 
professional is reported as losing his fine 
touch and much of his skill. Schaefer has 
beaten Sutton in the French courts in their 
dispute over the worldis championship em- 
blem, as the courts have decided that the 
emblem belongs to Schaefer urntil he loses 
it in match play,.and that it-is not forfeit. 

The followers of billiards in France are 
divided as to the merits of Cure and Vig- 
naux, Cure refuses to recognize Vighaux 
as the champion because he took the fitle 
on the grand average of the tournament 
held a year ago. Vignaux has sought a 
match with Cure to play for the champion- 
ship, but Cure refuses to enter into any 
contest of the sort until the tie of games 
won and lost is played off.

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AMATEUR CIRCUIT TROTS 


Arranging Plans for Holding Series 
of Inter-City Races. 


NO RECORD FOR WINNERS 


} Public Contests Not Allowed—Trotters 
and Pacers Must Be Speeded to 
Wagon or Saddle. 


Action toward the establishment of the 
often-proposed and much-discussed Na- 
tional Amateur Driving Circuit was taken 
at a meeting of the League of Amateur 
Driving Clubs, held at the Hoffman House 
yesterday afternoon, when eight of the 
leading driving clubs of the country, repre- 
sented by delegates or proxies, decided to 
begin the holding of a series of inter-city 
races during the coming season. It is ex- 
pected that the best horses, outside of the 
professional circuit, will be seen in the 
amateur races, among them being C. K. G. 
Billings’s Lou Dillon, E. E. Smathers’s Ma- 
jor Delmar, H. K. Devereux’s John A. Mc- 
Kerron, Senator White’s Miss Whitney, 
John F. Cockerill’s Swift, and Brayton 
Ives’s Monte Carlo. 

Such a circuit was made possible when 
the National Trotting Association, at its 
meeting in this city in February, voted to 
permit the amateur driving clubs to hold 
one m@gting yearly in any city where a 
club was located, for not more than three 
days, and to charge admission without the 
horses taking record, as they wdéuld have 
done heretofore. The American Trotting 
Association, which controls the Western 
turf, has not yet agreed to this permission, 
but its favorable action, according to local 
league members, is not doubted. 

The meeting yesterday was attended by 
the President, H. K. Devereux, President of 
the Cleveland Driving Club; C. K. G. Bill- 
ings, representing the Memphis Driving 
Club;- State Senator Horace W. White of 
the Syracuse Driving Club, Charles C. 
Lloyd and Alfred C. Reeves of the New 
York Driving Club, and T. L. Quimby of 
the Gentlemen's Driving Club of Boston. 
There were also represented by proxy the 
driving clubs of Pittsburg, Codlumbus, Ohio, 
and Chicago, which comprise the member- 
ship of the league. 

The following rules to govern the cir- 
cuit races were unanimously adopted: 


Rule 10—All clubs in membership with this 
league shall be permitted to give a special 
matinée, not exceeding three ours duration in 
any one year, duririg which days they may charge 
gate admission, but all other conditions must 
conform to the rules and by-laws of this league 
and to the rules of the National and American 
Trotting Associations. 

Rule 11—Matinées at which no gate admission 
is charged shall be termed regular matinées, and 
those at which gate admission is charged shall be 
termed special matinées. 

Rule 12—At special matinées there shall be no 
public racing of Any kind permitted, and all 
events shall be confined strictly to amateur per- 
tormances, in which only amateurs shall partici- 
pate, and which shall be either to wagon or 
saddle. 

Rule 13—Any club member of this league de- 
siring to give a special matinée at which inter- 
city competition is to be held shall first apply to 
the Executive Committee of this league, through 
its President or Secretary, and the Executive 
Committee may assign a date which shall be 
binding upon the applicant. Applications for 
such special inter-city matinées shall be filed 
with the President or Secretary of the league on 
or before June 15 of each year. 

Rule.14—Any club member of this league desir- 
ing to give a special matinée at which inter-city 
competition is not to be held shall apply to the 
Executive Committee of this league, through its 
President or Secretary, and the Executive Com- 
mittee shall assign the date desired to each ap- 
plicant, unless said dates conflict with an inter- 
city meeting. 

Rule 15—All money that may be collected by 
any club at any special matinée shall be used 
solely to defray the expenses of the club. 

Rule 16—At any special matinée no club, or 
no member of a club not a member of this 
league, shall be permitted to compete, except in 
the contests for the present Amateur Drivers’ 
Challenge Trophy. 

Another meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the league will be held after 
June 15, by which time applications for 
dates for intercity meetings shall be filed, 
and at this meeting the complete circuit 


will be arranged.

REASON AND UNREASON. 

In its evident anxiety to bring Judge 
PARKER’s methods of interpreting the 
law into harmony with principles of judi- 
cial interpretation that have recently 
found high acceptance, our neighbor The 
World has been betrayed into a misun- 
derstanding of one of Judge PARKER'S 
decisions rendered in 1896, when he was 
on the Supreme bench assigned to duty 
in this city. The case was that of Cum- 
MINGS ys. the Union Bluestone Company, 
which was a “trust” of which the plain- 
tiff had formerly been a meniber. When 
it dissolved Cwmmines sued the company 
for $40,000 for violation of its agreement 
with him. The defense set up was that 
the contract was in restraint of trade, 
and, being void, would not serve as the 
basis of an action. 
defense Judge PARKER said that it was 
conclusively proved by the evidence that 
the intent of the agreement was to ac- 
quire control of the bluestone business in 
the New York market, with a view tu 
benefiting the business and increasing 
the profits of the contracting parties. 
‘When the combination was formed prices 
were at once advanced 25 per cent. to 
50 per cent. 
the case came within the definition of a 
contract in restraint of trade. Counsel 
had argued that even the advanced price 
was not unreasonable, an argument 
which Judge PaRKER met by these decla- 
rations:

Judge PARKER said that the 
question was whether the Bluestone 
Company effected its combination in 
such a way “as to compel the consumer 
to pay a larger price than he would oth- 
erwise be compelled to pay.” He listened 
to the evidence showing that the con- 
sumer was in fact compelled to pay from 
25 per cent. to 50 per cent. more. Judge 
THAYER and his associates of the Circuit 
Court expressly declined to consider ar- 
guments of counsel showing that the 
Northern Securities Company had not in- 
creased the rates charged by the two 
formerly competing roads. More than 
that, Judge THaypr in his decision said 
that it might be that a virtual consolida- 
tion of parallel and competing lines of 
railroads, such as had been effected in 
this case, would be “ beneficial to the 
public rather than harmful”; “ it may be 
that the combination was the initial and 
a necessary step in the accomplishment 
of great designs which, if carried out as 
they were conceived, would prove to be 
of inestimable value to the communities 
which these roads serve, and to the coun- 
try at large.” The court would neither 
affirm nor deny these propositions, 
which, in its opinion, involved “ ques- 
tions of public policy which Congress 
must determine.”’ 

Judge PARKER had ‘before him evidence 
showing that trade was in fact re- 
strained by an increase of price; the act 
of the company in compelling the con- 
sumer to pay a higher price was, he de- 
clared, the essence of the offending. The 
decision of the Circuit Court’ in the 
Northern Securities case, now affirmed 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, was based on different grounds 
and sustained by widely different rea- 
soning. The company was declared un- 
lawful because it had acquired the power 
to restrain trade; it made no difference 
that it had promoted “trade, not re-

There is nothing in Judge PARKER’s 
decision to match that. Judge PARKER 
did not use his voice and his authority to 
proclaim to the people that the law may 
be the perfection of unreason; that the 
discovery of gross and startling absurdi- 
ties in the statute creates no presumption 
in favor of the theory that the legislators 
could not have intended them. Judge 
PARKER’s reasoning may be followed 
with an assenting mind by any person of 
common sense. It leaves neither lawyer 
nor layman in that state of bewilder- 
ment which was wellnigh universal in 
this Républic wherever the opinion con- 
curred in by five Judges of the Supreme 


Court, and stoutly dissented from by 
four Judges, was read and pondered. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND PEACE, 

Two facts are brought out clearly in 
The Associated Press London dispatch 
we published on Sunday regarding a pos- 
sible understanding between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia. These facts have not 
heretofore been authoritatively stated 
and are of great importance. One is that 
the King of England had given his per- 
Sonal assurance to Emperor NICHOLAS 
that the anti-Russian comments of the 
British press did not represent the feel- 
ing of his Government and the second is 
that, following this assurance, Lord 
LANSDOWNE informed the Russian Am- 
bassador that he would be glad to reopen 
negotiations looking to a settlemept of 
all matters now in dispute between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain, 

Here is a strikingly novel situation 
created “by the initiation of King Ep- 
WARD. Russia is engaged in actual war- 
fare with an ally of Great Britain, an 
ally, too, be it noted, with whom an alli- 
ance was formed very recently, on the 
eve of the present war, and with undis- 
guised reference to the possible approach 
of war. By this alliance Great Britain 
@penly and almost defiantly matched the 
Russian alliance with France, the terms 
of the two being substantially equivalent, 
though the fields over which they were 
intended to operate were on opposite 
sides of the world. Russia relied on the 
aid of France to prevent any attack in 
Europe while she was engaged in carry- 
ing out her plans of advance in the Ori- 
ent. The alliance of Great Britain with 
Japan was, in effect, a warning to Rus- 
sia that her plans in the East could not 
be carried out independently of possible 
European complications. And now, after 
blood has been shed, after Japan has in- 
flicted on Russia a blow that is mortify- 
ing to say the least; after Korea, the 
avowed subject matter of the war, has

THE FAILURE OF HEARST. 

Thus far Mr. HparRstT has not secured 
a single delegate out of the 450 who will 
sit in the Democratic Convention at Al- 
bany next Monday, and less than a dozen 
district conventions remain to be held. 
The “Hearst boom” in this State has 
been a thing without substance, a hol- 
low pretense, a.sham from the beginning 
to the-end. 

This has been true in other States also, 
and the truth is becoming manifest. The 
dispensers of the Hearst fund were head- 
ed off altogether in Indiana. The county 
conventions could not be bought. There 
is a revolt against him in Kansas,, and 
even in California. The Democratic 
stomach has been turned. The fear that 
Mr. Hearst will be able in any way to 
influence the action of the St. Louis Con- 
vention has been dissipated. 

Such afflicting visitations as _ the 
Hearst movement are rarely without 
some compensating benefits. Three 
months ago the Democratic Party was 
without a leader, without a purpose, 
without a candidate, without coherence 
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of thought and policy. The activities of 
HEARST served to drive the party to- 
gether. Talk was transmuted into work, 
exhortation into action, with the result 
that the party is now united, sane, and 
safe from the intrigues of false guides of 
the Bryan and Hearst type. It has a 
candidate. It has gained in courage and 
in strength. It will make a hopeful be- 
ginning of the great fight. 

A BILL THAT SHOULD BE PASSED. 

The Finch bill for the regulation of 
employment agencies has passed the As- 
sembly, but is being held in the Senate 
owing to the alleged objections of reli- 
gious organizations which conduct such 
agencies, These objections, in view of 
the importance of this bill, do not seem 
valid. In the first place, religious agen- 
cies and missions rarely charge fees, and 
so are exempt from the proposed law, 
and in the second no religious organiza- 
tion could conscientiously oppose a bill 
which seeks-to regulate such atrocious 
evils. The investigation of the agencies 
in New York City, covering two years, 
shows beyond a doubt that at least 30 
per cent. of these agencies are used as 
supply stations for questionable places, 
and that no law in existence, except the 
law of abduction, which is wholly inade- 
quate, can touch offices misleading girls 
from honest labor into immoral lives, 
The present law requires no bond, no 
character, no responsibility from a man 
who wishes to run such an office. Upon 
the payment of $25 any man, even the 
proprietor of a disorderly or gambling 
house, can open an agency for supplying 
labor. Such an agency can be kept in a 
saloon, in a disease-laden or vermin-in- 
fested building, and the girl sent dircctly 
into homes where there are mothers and 
children. There is absolutely no limita- 
tion upon fees, and record after record 
shows that homeless,. friéndless women 
and men are charged from $1 to $20 for 
positions and are shipped out of town to 
fictitious places and stranded. Fraudu- 
lent advertising and false promises are 
daily used to decoy people to offices to 
secure the small sums asked them for 
positions and no effort ever made to ob- 
tain places. Some of the emigrant of- 
fices, of which there are over one hun- 
dred in New York City, are only disor- 
derly places using a sign ‘“ Employ- 
ment” to attract women, and are the 
rendezvous where disreputable persons 
and procurers congregate to meet the 
green, helpless girl, 

There is no inspection whatever of any 
agency in this city. These are some of 
the conditions which the proposed law 
seeks to regulate. Under the present law, 
which is now fourteen years old, the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the Legal Aid Society, the 
Bureau of Licenses, are powerless to rem- 
edy the widespread evils, and unless this 
bill is passed at this session these condi- 
tions must continue for another year. 
There is no opposition. The Protective As- 
sociation, the United East Side Association, 
representing 100 of the best agencies; the 
agencies under the care of the Catholic 
Church, the State Commissioner of La- 
bor, and the city all indorse the bill, and 
if it is allowed to die-in the Senate it 
will be because the fact that it affects 
thousands of employés and thousands of 
homes is unknown. New York City Sen- 
ators who wish to see the unemployed 
and the home protected should see that 
this does not fail at this critical time.

Supreme Court Judges on retirement we 
feel sure that he would at once have the 
bill reported for passage from his Com- 
mittee on Rules. 

The bill in its original form was passed 
by the Assembly and sent to the Senate. 
In Republican caucus some objection was 
made to certain of its provisions. The 
bill was amended to meet the objections 
and passed by the Senate. When it 
reached the Assembly it went to the 
Committee on Rules, from which there 


has been grave reason to fear it might 
not emerge before adjournment. It is a 


proper and just measure. It provides a 
moderate pension for Supreme Court 
Judges retiring after more than a full 
term of service. As amended it would 
not apply to the case of Judges accept- 
ing a public office on retirement. The 
annual expenditure involved is small. 
There is no public and certainly there

COUNSELS OF DESPERATION. 

It is rather melancholy to read that 
Commander ZuULEzIcK1 of the Russian 
Navy has feported favorably upon the 
feasibility of getting the Russian Baltic 
fleet, including nalf a dozen vessels still 
unfinished, from the Baltic to the North 
Pacific by way of the Arctic Ocean and 
Sering Sea to the Korean Gulf and the 
Gulf of Liau-tung, and that he thinks the 
voyage may be accomplished by the end 
of August. 

It is equally melancholy to read that 

‘a high military authority” in St. Pe- 
tersburg has disclosed to a correspondent 
of The Associated Press that ‘the Jap- 
éenese must geome on to a point in the in- 
tericr which, with this end in view, has 
been selected, where we can follow up a 
crushing defeat to the bitter end with 
blow after blow, and seal the fate of the 
campaign.” 

From a military point of view these 
two announcements look no more serious 
than the announcement, which is made 
with as much grayity as either, that 
Russia means to employ “ armored auto- 
mobiles’ of German, Belgian, and 
French construction for military pur- 
poses in. Manchuria. One would not like 
to see an armored automobile adapted to 
the high roads of Continental Europe 
launched, say, at the rate of thirty miles 
an hour, across country in Manchuria in 


pursuit of flying Japs. But one would 
rather witnees that performance than 
take part in it. o 

These announcements, including the 
superficially comic one, are equally mel- 
ancholy because they are so evidently 
counsels of desperation. Assume that 
the Baltic fleet manages to thread the 
ice mazes of the Arctic Sea in the lati- 
tude of 75 degrees north and to come 
out, at the erid of the Summer, through 
Bering Straits on Bering Sea. What 
would the Japanese fleet be doing with 
complete command of the North Pacific, 
and able to hold a containing force in 
frent of Port Arthur and of Viadivostok 
and yet detach a force sufficient to meet 
the reinforcements, during the long voy- 
age down the Asiatic coast? And why 
should the Japanese Army allow itself to 
be lured far from its base to a point se- 
lected by Russian strategists, in pursuit 
of the retreating Russians? Why should 
it voluntarily subject itself to all the 
embarrassments to which the Russian 
Army is subjected by the nature of its 
position? We have already pointed out 
that if peace were to be made now, upon 
the basis of the “ uti possidetis,” Japan 
would secure most of that for which she 
went to war. People talk of the appar- 
ent apathy of the Japanese after their 
initial successes. But in fact it is not 
upon the Japanese but upon the Russian 
Army that it devolves to “do some- 
thing.” The Japancse can perfectly af- 
ford, at least they can afford far better 
than the Russians, to ‘stand pat,” sim- 
ply to hold what they have gained and 
defy Russia to dispossess them. And 
the abundance of Russian counsels of 
desperation may be taken as proving 
both the Russian consciousness that the 
Russian position is gravely inferior to 
that of the Japanese and the conscious 
Russian helplessness of redressing that 
inferiority by sane and feasible plans of 
campaign on land or on sea.

Here and there an ignor- 
ant and short-sighted shopkeeper or man- 
ufacturer has secretly threatened his men 
with discharge if they joined the National 
Guard, or has filled their places when pub- 
lie duty called them away from private 
service for a day or two, But these mis- 
crable creatures are not traitors, they are 
merely the victims of a stupid ‘nobility to 
see where their own interests Iie, And their 
dull selfishness has never led thein to cr- 
ganize and openly to preach opposition and 
hatred of the militia. They are perfectly 
willing that the employes of other 
men should serve in it, and fhore than 
wiliing that it should protect their lives 
and property from rioters of any kind.

Beware of one that barks at 
nothing, when all around is still, Be- 
ware of a dog that scrapes incessantly and 
tears up things. Look out for the dog who 
has become too fond of you and is con- 
tinually trying to lick your hands and face. 
Beware, above all, of the dog which has dif- 
ficulty in swallowing, which appears to 
have a bone in its throat, and one that has 
wandered from home and returns covered 
with dirt, ‘exhausted and miserable.” No 
one of these manifestations is conclusive 
evidence that a dog has rabies, or is going 
to have it, but every one of them is a hint 
for caution well worth heeding, and if they 
were kept in mind it would be better both 
for men and dogs.

THE MORRIS AND ESSEX CANAL. 


Protest, .on Artistic and Economic 
Grounds, Against Abandoning It. 


To the Editor of The New sork Times: 

The Morris and Essex Canal has received 
so little care and attention in the past few 
years that its usefulness is apt to be under- 
estimated and the question of its abandon- 
ment treated as a matter of very small 
consequence, 

It is true that the canal needs, in order to 
restore it to the best condition of efficiency, 
considerable improvement, «and _ possibly 
some modification in its route. For ex- 
ample, the route could be changed to ad- 
vantage by making its terminus at Passaic, 
on the Passaic River. above the Dundee 
Dam, and thus do away with the long 
and tedious route to tidewater at Newark, 
but the question of its absolute abandon+ 
ment is too serious and should not be al- 
lowed to be carried through without a pro- 
test. 

The only parties seeking this abandon- 
ment are the water companies and the rail- 
road companies. The water companies are 
Bradually absorbing all the sources of 
water which they can lay their hands upon 
in the northern part of New Jersey, and 
the people will. wake up some day to a 
realizing sense of the great-loss which they 
have sustained by the failure on their part 
to secure for the public benefit the privi- 
lege of pure water, 

The other interest which seeks the aban- 
donment of the canal is that of the rail- 
roads, and any request of theirs, no matter 
how much it may trespass upen individual 
rights or benefits, has never been treated 
lightly by the Republican administration 
of New Jersey. But the canal is, even in 
its present state, an extremely important 
factor in the benefit and advantage of the 
people in the northern part. of New Jersey. 
It helps greatly to keep down the rates on 
coal and wood, and freights generally, to 
any point along the line of the route, and 
there are thousands of small farmers and 
residents along the route of this canal 
whose interests.would be very seriously im- 
paired if the canal were abandoned. Any 
one who has visited this locality knows 
what a great advantage it is to them in the 
moving of their products and of their goods 
to and fro. 

The rights and interests of the individuals 
of the community, which rights the corpo- 
rations are constantly seeking to impair, 
should be safeguarded in this particular 
case, 

Apart from all utility and advantage of 
the canal itself, there is another question 
which is also serious, and that is in regard 
to the lakes which are along the line of 
this route, and which are feeders to the 
canal—namely, Lakes Hoptacong’ and 
Greenwood. There is a serious danger that 
the levels of these lakes may be affected 
if this legislative abandonment is put 
through, and these lakes turned from their 
present romantic and beautiful condition 
into danger spots, thereby depriving thou- 
sands of citizens of the health and pleasure 
which resort to these lakes: now gives. 
Further consideration should be given to 
the beauty of this .canal as it winds 
through the country, adding interest to the 
landscape, and affording opportunities to 
the canoeist, 

On every consideration of ‘utility, neces- 
sity, or beauty a strong and determined ef- 
fort should be madeto prevent this meas- 
ure.from being carried through.

CONDEMNS JURY SYSTEM. 


Commends Judge Rogers for Ordering 
New Trial in Face of Acquittal. 


To the Editor of The Nejo*York Times: 
The action of Judge Rogers in ordering a 
new trial in the face of an acquittal by a 


Jjury is a blow at the jury system which it 


eminently deserves. I haven’t a doubt— 
judging from my own experience on juries 
—that Judge Rogers is absolutely correct. 
Our jury system in practice is about as 
poor a way.of settling legal matters as 
could be devised. I don’t refer to the 
principle—which is as sound as the Con- 
stitution itself—but to the statute provisions 
by which talesmen are enrolled and the 
ways and means employed in selecting 
men to try a case. 

It will always be a matter of luck to ob- 
tain a competent jury from 1 to 12, in 
the interests of pure justice, so long as the 
State allows inferior material to be en- 
rolled by Commissioners and lawyers to 
have a hand in selecting the individual 
jurors. A lawyer doesn't seek justice for 
his client, but a verdict for himself. Fa- 
vorable verdicts are part of Ris stock in 
trade; and he seeks for jurymen who will, 
he thinks, serve his purpose. 

As regards jeopardy. Does the verdict of 
“not guilty’’ relieve a defendant from 
jeopardy? Not as I see it. A defendant is 
not out of jeopardy till discharged by a 
court, and a new trial is,simply a con- 
tinuance ofthe original jeopardy. There 
must be some revision in the interests of 
justice of acquittals, as well as of convic- 
tions. The State must be safeguarded as 
well as the individual. Justice in this 
State is too maudlin over the individual, 
and it is a satisfaction to find a Rhada- 
manthus like Judge Rogers who thinks that 
the State is of consequence enough to war- 
rant the’ retrial of an individual who has 
been acquited by incompetent jurymen!

American Underwear Substituted 
for Shocking Native Attire. 


GIANT MEN, WOMAN, AND GIRL 


Mangy Dog Completes the Party That 
Rests at Ellis !sland Pending Rais- 
ing of Fare to St. Louis, 


Clad mainly in American manufactured 
underwear several members of the royal 
family of Patagonia arrived here yesterday 
on the steamship Celtic. They did not oc- 
cupy the royal suite aboard the steamship, 
but were quartered under an open hatch 
in the steerage, where they received 
plenty of fresh air, which they need. But 
even in their lowly quarters they showed 
their royal blood by keeping aloof from the 
other passengers during the voyage. 

In the party are five men, a woman, and 
a little girlk The men are all more than 
six feet In height, and are built in propor- 
tion. Their features are very much like 
those of the American Indian; The woman 
also looked much like an Indian squaw, 
but the little girl was a picture. She is 
twelve years old, with a brcnze colored 
complexion and very red cheeks. Her hair 
is jet black and hangs in disorder about 
her face. Almost every part of her was 
covered by ornaments and strings of beads 
under which she wore a rough dress of 
guanaco hide, which hung loose from her 
shoulders, Her feet were incased in shoes 
which were given her by a passenger on 
the steamship. 

The whole party is en route to the St. 
Louis Exposition, where they will form 
the population of the Patagonian village. 
They first went from their homes to Buenos 
Ayres, then by steamship to Liverpool, 
where they were placed aboard the Celtic. 
When they left their homes, according to 
the custom of their land, they wore white 
bands about their heads, and scanty robes 
end shoes of guanaco skin, but nothing 
more. Their guide, a young Peruvian who 
had lived among them for years, and to 
whom their living picture style of costume 
did not seem extraordinary, led them as 
they were aboard the Cedric. 

There such a howl was raised that some- 
thing had to be done at once. The guide 
then provided each of his charges with a 
suit of underwear. Not knowing the cus- 
tom of civilized people, they still allow 
the shirts of the suits to hang loose out- 
side. One old fellow, who is said to be the 
heir apparent of Patagonia, insisted on 
having his suit of baby blue. On the voy- 
age he got one leg wet, and all the color 
left it, making the Prince look very much 
like a cireus clown. 

On their arrival here the whole party 
Was conveyed to Ellis Island for inspection. 
They had with them a mangy little dog, 
which had the appearance of having been 
skinned. The woman was allowed to carry 
the dog, and she treated it as though it 
were sacred. One of the attendants at Ellis 
Island gave the animal a slice of cold boiled 
ham. The woman snatched it away, ate 
it, and then remarked in Spanish that it 
was unlawful for Patagonian dogs to eat 
meat. 

Among the thousands of immigrants at 
Ellis Island these people were the centre of 
attraction. Photographers attempted to 
take pictures, of them, but every time a 
Camera was pointed at them they drew 
their robes over their heads and refused to 


The absolute lack of interest shown by 
all of the men was remarkable. Through 
an interpreter the heir apparent was asked 
how he liked what he had seen of the coun- 
try. His reply was that he hadn't seen any 
of it. He said further that the only fault 
he found since arriving was that everybody 
he met felt his hair, which is long, straight, 
and black, and asked if it was real.. Every 
One in the party has a cold, due to the 
change in climate. Their language as they 
spoke it yesterday sounded like a trolley 
car with a flat wheel. 

The agent who has charge of them was 
to have taken th from Ellis Island yes- 
terday, but he hdd not the money to pay 
their fares to St. Louis, so he left them to 
be cared for by the Government. They 
slept last night among the herd of common 
immigrants, but none of them expressed his 
royal displeasure at the arrangements.

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JIMINEZ HERE 10 REST 
BETWEEN REVOLUTIONS 


But ex-President of Santo Domingo 
Soon Will Resume Fighting. 


SURE HIS ‘ARMY EXISTS 


Describes His Patriotic Effort to Induce 
Morales to Give Up His Job—Meets 
Enemy’s Brother-in-Law. 


Juan J. Jiminez, ex-President of Santo 
Domingo and chronic leader of revolutions 
in that republic, arrived in New York yes- 
terday on the steamship Philadelphia from 
Venezuela and Porto Rico. Although he 
prefaced what he had to say with the re- 
mark that he was in New York.to get a 
little rest, he later said—and there was a 
fiery gleam in his eye—that in a week or 
two he would probably return to Santo 
Domingo to resume command of his forces 
in order to make the final attempt to wrest 
the reins of government from Morales, 
who now occupies the position that he 
covets. o. , 

Gen. Jiminez about 10:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning made his entry into the Hotel 
Muro, West Fourteenth Street, registered, 
and hurriedly went away. He stayed away 
until a few minutes before 4 o'clock, when 
he again appeared in the lobby, looked 
around a bit, ran up to his room, came 
down again, and then once inore journeyed 
forth, not to return until three hours later. 
Where he went and what he did when he 
got there Gen. Jiminez would not say. 

On his 7 o'clock entry, Gen. Jiminez spied 
a brother-in-law of President Morales in 
the lobby. He is Emilio Villalon, Chancel- 
lor of the Dominican Consulate in New 
York. Sefior Villalon is not more than 
twenty-one years old and looks five years 
younger, For an instant the veteran of so 
many revolutions gazed upon the boyish 
Chancellor, and the youthful Chancellor 
gazed back. Then a look of fatherly benev- 


olence spread over the features of Gen.. 


Jiminez, and going forward he shook hands 
with the young man and congratulated him 
on holding such a responsible position in 
the great City of New York. 

Gen. Jiminez then greeted the newspaper 
men. 

“Is it true that you are here to buy a 
ship and to purchase arms and ammunition 
for your forces?”’ was asked. 

“No, no, Sefiors,”” he replied, ‘‘I am not 
here with warlike intentions. I only want 
a little rest, and that’s the reason of my 
coming.”’ 

“Is your revolution ended? ”’ 

“No, never! We still hold possession of 
& part of the island. I am going back to 
Santo Domingo in about two weeks, al- 
though I may change my mind and run 
over to Europe for a day or two, and of 
course that would delay my arrival some- 
what,”’ 

“How about your army? How is it get- 
ting on and where is it at the present 
time? ”’ / 

“That, Sefior, is a very difficult question 
to answer. I left Santo Domingo, you will 
remember, some days ago, and I cannot 
know how the army is getting on just now, 
nor do I know its exact location, though I 
am sure that it is still there somewhere.” 

“What have you got to say about the 
rumpus created in this country by the rev- 
olutionists firing on the American mer- 
chantman New York?” 

** Really, I cannot answer that question, 
for at that time I was engaged in another 
part of the island.” 

“Who is responsible for all this trouble 
down your way, anyhow?”’ 

“Morales, of course, for I certainly am 
not. He is the guilty party, and I can 
prove it. 

“Listen. Always, yes, always, I have 
been on the side of right and concord, and 
I assure you that I am ambitious, most am- 


bitious, for the prosperity of my country. 
I am against beastly passions, and have al- 
ways stood up for what may be termed the 
noble patriotic sentiment, and am opposed 
= ae crazy and morbid ambitions for of- 

“But to prove my good intentions, allow 
me, Sefior, to say that a very short time 
ago, when actuated by those sentiments I 
have just expressed, I addressed a letter 
to Morales asking him to abandon the 
Presidency and appoint a sort of junta, 
consisting of two impartial en—Sefiors 
Manuel’ Pina Beneitz and Joaquin Mon- 
talio—to administer impartially the affairs 
of state pending a settlement of our dif- 
ferences at the ballot box. I also suggest- 
ed that all persons in yen for political 
causes be liberated, and that he agree in 
guaranteeing that every official of the 
Government would, refrain frome interfer- 
ing with the election by use of either in- 
fluence cr.money. In other words I advo- 
cated a pure and untrammeled ballot to set- 
tle the whole question. But Morales paid 
no attention to my communication, and I 
guess I will have to get justice in some 
other way.” 

That was all that Gen. Jiminez had to 
say, and as he entered the dining room 
Chancellor Villalon approached the report- 
ers to ascertain what had been Snid. 
“What did you say about ships?’ said 
Villalon. “Why, my friends, he hasn't 
got enough mohey to get a ship. 
to buy arms? Nonsense. If he is go- 
ing to buy anything at all it is a pair 
pantaloons to replace the military pair he 
left behind him in Santo Domingo.

CALLS IT ABSURDLY GRASPING 


England Wants More of the Earth, 
When Wonder Is How She Ever 
Got So Much. 


From The Nineteenth Century. 


(Extract from Author's Letter to Editor.) 

My aim has been to show your countrymen how 
absurdly grasping they are—how unreasonable.

Thomas F. White. 

Thomas F. White, once a Police Commis- 
sioner of Brooklyn, but better known as 4 
philanthropist and as the owner of Barren 
Island, died on Sunday night at his home, 
84 Riverside Avenue. He had been ill for 
about six months with an affection of the 
heart, but his death came rather unexpect- 
edly. He was sixty years old. 

Mr. White was Vice President of the 
New York sanitary Utilization Company, 
established in 1896 to convert the city garb- 
age into mercantile products, and was also 
the head of the firm of P. White’s Sons, 
which has operated the horse-rendering 
plant on Barren Island for more than 
thirty_years. It was largely due to his per- 
sonal efforts that the present system of 
disposing of city garbage was adopted. He 
removed to Brooklyn in the early seven- 
ties, and in 1877 was appointed Police Com- 
missioner by Mayor Schroeder. He was re- i 
appointed by Mayor Howell in 1878. He 
alao served as a member of the Board of 
Education. 

Mr. White was a member of the Demo- 
cratic Club, the Manhattan Club, the Cath- 
olic Club, and the Rockaway Hunt Club of 
Long Island. He leaves a_ widow, Mrs. 
Katherine Swift White; five daughters, and 
one son.

NEW DRUG TARES. 


Official Pamphlet Issued by Board of 
Trade and Transportation. 


Official tares have been revised by the 
drug trade section of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, and yesterday copies 
of the new pamphlet, which is to be the 
standard all over the world in trade trans- 
auctions relative to drugs and chemicals, 
were sent by Secretary Willlam F. Mc- 
Connell to all shipping points. The section 
took up this.work five or six years ago and 
its. regulations promptly found acceptance 
avery where. 

In the present revision the following rec- 
ommendations are made and are followed 
by. a long list of articles of commerce af- 
fected by the rules: 


1. That all drugs (except seeds) the price of 
which in original bales and bags is 10 cents or 
less per pound shall be invoiced gross for net 
unless otherwise specified in the following list. 

2. That in case of double, extra, or unusual 
hagging, a suitable allowance for extra tare is 
to allowed by seller. 

3. That on all goods in’ matting actual tare is 
to_be allowed, except as otherwise specified in the 
fallowing list. 

4. Articles in bales, not mentioned, come under 
the ten-cent rule, or are subject to actual tare 
if the price exceeds 10 cents per pound. 

5. The committee define actual tare to be the 
real tare, the tare of each package being actually 
ascertained to the satisfaction of buyer and 
seller. 

Average Tare.—A few (a definite number,) -of 
the packages being weighed, their mean average 
is regarded as the.tare of each package. 

Invoice Tare.—By this is understood the tare 
allowed by the. foreign shipper or domestic manu- 
facturer, 


VANITY FAIR’S TROUBLES. 


Creditors Object to Method of Transfer 
of the Assets. 


A petition in bankruptcy has been filed 
against The Commonwealth Publishing 
Company of 110 West Forty-second Street, 
which published Vanity Fair, a weekly, by 
the following creditors: Stephen A. Powell, 
$2,805, on thirteen notes; William F. Van- 
den Houten, $4,018,.on eleven notes, and 
the Champion-International Company of 
Lawrence, Mass, $364, on a note. 

It was alleged that thé company is in- 
solvent, has conyeyed to Blakely Hall, the 
President, $2,900, between Dec. 12 and April 
9 last; on March 80 transferred all its tan- 
gible assets and’ good-will of the publication 
to The Beacon Publishing Company, which 
was incorporated by Mr. Hall for the pur- 
pose of taking over the assets without ade- 


quate consideration so as to retain the 
assets, allowed the Sheriff to collect sev- 
eral executions, and allowed Clarence P. 
Browning, a creditor, to take two. judg- 
ments against it for $3,801 on April 7. The 
Commonwealth Publishing Company was 
incorporated in February, 1902, with a cap- 
ital stock of $100,000. 


GRANITE LINOLEUM DUTY. 


Courts Decide That It Shall Come In at 
Low Rate. 


Granite linoleum not inlaid linoleum, 
according to a decision made yesterday by 
Judge Lacombe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. The decision, which comes 
after litigation dating back to 1898, puts the 
importers in stronger position to compete 
with domestic manufacturers.

valorem and 8 cents a square yard. This 


view was taken by Judge Lacombe. 

The Government. contended that in the 
tariff act the term “inlaid linoleum’”’ was 
descriptive of the process of manufacture, 

did not point simply to the commercial 
eo It was argued that in gran- 
ite, the same. as in tile or carpet linoleum, 
the figure or pattern extends through the 
body of the goods.

DECIDING APPRAISERS’ CASES. 


Recent Decisions Release 25,000 Pro- 
tests from Suspended Files. 


Sub-Board No. 2 of the Board of United 
States General Appraisers began the call

PHILADELPHIA CUSTOMS CASES. 


Protest Against High Duty on Wool— 
Claim Tents to be Toys. 


H. J. Webster, assistant counsel to the 
Government before the Board of United 
States General Appraisers, returned from 
Philadelphia yesterday, where he had been 
trying customs casés before General Ap- 
praiser Sharretts, who went on to Wash- 
ington to consult with Secretary Shaw. 

One of the most important cases tried 
was a protest by Durman & Co, against the 
assessment of an importation of Servian 
skin wool for carpet manufacturing, as 
first grade wool at 12 cents a pound, be- 
cause there was in it a very small admixt- 
ure of merino blood wool. The testimony 
of the local Appraiser: at Philadelphia 
showed that the admixture of high grade 
wool was no greater than that in the of- 


ficial sample established by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Another protest was that of G. A. 
Schwartz against the classification of 
Indian tents six feet high as manufactures 
of cotton at 45 per (gent. He claimed that 
they were dutiable as toys at 35 per cent.

Arrangements Necéssary ‘to Continue 
Service After Present Lease Expires. 


Commigsioner Featherson of,the Depart- 
ment.of Docks and fFerrles “addressed a 
letter. to Mayor McClellan yesterday, in 
which he called attention to the fact. that 
the Staten) Island, Ferry lease expires by 
limitation on June 1 and that it will be 
necessary for the city to take action to 
provided for.a continuation of the service.

Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
1 1-4@1 3-4. 


A Firm Opening and Close, with Some 
Uncertainty Between—Not a Very 
Good Crop. Report. 


; 
The opening of business yesterday 
showed indifference to the bank state- 
ment’s unfavorable features and reflect- 
ed good buying from London. The tone 
was strong, if not buoyant, and nothing 
worse than some uncertainty was shown | 
later under the influence of continued | 
gold shipments and unfavorable antici- | 
pations of the crop report, which was } 
not a factor during business, not being | 
announced until after the close. Some 
dullness about midday gave place to re- | 
newed activity in the closing hour, and 
final prices were at least firm. All act- 
ive stocks closed higher by fractions in 
the majority of cases, but there were 
several instances of larger improvement. 
Unien Pacific and Rock Island preferred 
were among those which advanced more 
than a point, and Brooklyn Rapid Trans- 
ic was aggressively strong. Consolidated 
Gas was exceptionally weak, losing at 
one time 2% from the day’s best, and 
closing only 4% up from its lowest. If the 
Mayor should veto the bill renewing its 
charter there is now no opportunity to 
repass #t over his veto, and thus. place it 
in the-thirty-day class, which may be- 
come a law without the Governor's sig- 
nature. One of its two chances for life is 1 
therefore gone, and the Mayor is com- 
pelled to take a larger share of respon- 
sibility than is thought fair to ask or ex- 
pect in a Presidential year. 
To-day’s business will begin under the 
effect of the crop report. Since Decem- 
ber it shows a deterioration of 10 per 
cent., which is to be applied to an acre- 
age smaller than last year by 6 per cent., 
or 2,000,000 acres. The experts translate 
this into a yield of Winter wheat of } 
436,000,000 bushels, against 589,000,000 | 
bushels indicated at this time last year. | 
It is to be hoped that the sequel this 
year will be different from 1903, when it 
will. be remembered the promised 589,- 
000,000 bushels resulted in a harvest of 
but about 400,000,000. The present indi- 
eated surplus of 36,000,000 above last 
year’s yield affords small margin for rep- 
etition of last year’s shrinkage of nearly 
200,000,000. Happily our equanimity 
may not be put to any such test, for crop 
prediction is so very far from being an 
exact science that it leaves nearly every- 
thing to hope or fear, according to the 
point of view. For the discomfiture of 
those who rejoice at whatever promises 
market reaction it may be recalled that 
severe Winters usually are followed by 
good crops, and the present none too 
#xood news comes in the nick of time. 
Yesterday’s somewhat less confident re- | 
ports of the railway traffic outlook by 
the Chicago managers say that farmers 
are too busy planting to give their time 
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to other things. A deficiency of Winter 
wheat, therefore, may be made good by 
an abundant planting of late Spring 
wheat, the backward. season. lending it- 
self exceptionally well to this purpose. 


And if worst comes to worst it is solid j 
comfort to recall how the sequel of the’; 


corn crop failure disappointed prophets 
of evil in 1901. . 

This is no longer a one-crop country, 
and movement of miscellaneous mer- 
chandise can go further than we sus- 
pected three years ago to redress defi- 
ciency in other directions. , 

There were several poor reports of 
earnings during the day, (including 
Southern’s lors of $101,650. for the first 
week of April,) but it is now well recog- 
nized that they relate to past conditions, 
and that the future promises better. The 
tin-plate labor dispute progresses in 
crablike fashion, no agreement ‘being re- 
ported during the day. The réport of 
March trade is unfavorable, especially in 
connection with the gold export move- 
ment. A decrease in foreign ‘credits at 
the moment when nobody will venture to 
calculate the foreign’ demand. for gold— 
there being in sight requirements for 
fourfold the surplus bank reserve—i8 
cnuutionary. It is true that-the total of 
domestic exports for the current fiscal 
year has been only exceeded in phenom- 
enal years. But the tréuble ‘is that in 
those years we had .not drawn such 
drafts against the future ds we now 
have. We cannot both have our cake and 
eat it. We cannot repeat the éxports of 
cotton which gave us such buoyancy 
earlier in the season, The _ foreigners 
have largely supplied their deficiencies, 
and they do not place such a high value 
upon it as do our market riggers. At 
relative valuations placed on gold and 
cotton by us and by our-customers they 
wceuld rather take cotton and we would 
prefer to send them gold. We have now 
more uncovered fiat.paper money than 
was afloat when we were all agitated 
about it during Mr. Bryan’s ‘politital life- 
time. We can use that perfectly well.

SHIPYARD MORTGAGE ORDER. 


Receiver Smith Directed to Recognize 
Validity of Two Issues. 


‘Judge Kirkpatrick in the United States 
Circuit Court at Trenton yesterday signed 
an order directing Receiver Smith of the 
United States Shipbuilding .Company to 
admit the validity of the $16,000,000 first 
mortgage and $10,000,000 second mortgage 
on the various properties of the corpora- 
tion.

BIG TOBACCO SEIZURE. 


Treasury Agents Found It on Board the 
Steamship Brandenburg. 


Special Treasury agents connected with 

the Custom House yesterday made a large 
seizure of tobacco from the North German 
Lloyd steamship Brandenburg, from Bre- 
men on its way to Baltimore, in this har- 
bor. 
“Having received information that there 
Was @ quantity of tobacco to be smuggled 
by that ship, the agents held the vessel 
under surveillance from its arrival on Sun- 
day. During Sunday night a small boat ap- 
proached the ship a number of times, but 
was evidently warned off. Yesterday morn- 
ing the Treasury agents made a search of 
the ship and found in the post room 872 
pounds of tobacco that was not on the 
ship’s manifest. This was seized and taken 
to the seizure room at the Appraisers’ 
stores. 

One of the crew is suspected, but no ar- 
rest was made yesterday, the ship being 
permitted to go on her way to Baltimore. 

Collector Stranahan recently called the 


attention of the steamship companies to the 
smuggling of tobacco that was keeping his 
men busy, and warned them that the law 
providing for the fining of ships’ masters 
in case of seizures from their ships would 
be enforced. _Uniess the master of this ship 
explains satisfactorily, he will be fined the 
price of the tobacco in this port, according 
to the law. This tobacco sells for about 
$3 a pound, and the fine will be over $2,600

CARRIED ON QUIETLY 


Comparatively Few Dispossess 
Warrants Are Sent Out. 


CONSUMPTIVE WOMAN SPARED 


City Marshal Takes His Men from Flat 
_— Girl Leader‘ of Tenants Quar- 
rels with Landlord. 


Those who expected that yesterday would 
be a’ day of rioting by the tenants of lower 
east side tenements were disappointed. Al- 
though sinrise yesterday morning marked 
the expiration of the time limit on. hundreds 
of dispossess warrants which had been held 
back over the Jewish holidays, there were 
no unusual scenes resulting from evictions. 

The City Marshals were prepared to exe- 
cute a big batch of warrants, and the po- 
lice of the Union Mé@fket, Eldridge, and De- 
lancey Street Stations believed they would 
hayé more or less trouble with tenants who 
would be turned out for their unwillingness 
or inability to pay~-the increase in rent. 
Accordingly, the police reserves were ,.held 
in readiness. 

In the Fourth District Municipal Cburt, 
Second Avenue and. First Street, Justice 
Roesch had eighty-five landlord-and tenant 
cases on the calendar, but of the scores of 
dispossess warrants there which had been 
held over. from last week, only half a 
dozen were ‘sent out, 

In the Fifth District Court about fifty 
tenants were served with warrants, which 
will expire, under the law, in three days. 
None of the numerous warrants that had 
been pending since April 1 was executed, 
and nearly all of the new case8 were put 
off ugtil to-morrow or Thursday. No ‘de- 
mands whatever: were made by either 
landlords or ténants which gave rise to any 
excitement... David Steckler, who has beén 
employed to défend the interests of the 
members of the Rent Protective Associa- 
tion, will appear to.mcerrew before Judge 
Hoffman with from seven.to ten eviction 
cases which he will endeavor to have post- 
poned: $ 

Thirty suits involving landlords and ten- 
ants were disposed of before Judge San- 
ders, in the Thirteenth District Court, at 
East Broadway and Jefferson Street; and 
a dozen’ eviction warrants were issued. 
The latter were in cases which had been 
carried over. for at. least‘a week, 

A ‘touching incident occurred at 14 Rut- 
gers Place, where Mrs. Louis Ebstein and 
her five children narrowly escaped being 
turned out into the street. Mrs. Ebstein 
is very ill with consumption. Her husband 
is a tailor earning small wages, and the 
family have had to live close in order to 
pay $20 a month rent for their home. The 
doctor advised Ebstein to send his wife 
to Colorado for her health, and in striving 
to save up $40 to defray the cost of her 
trip he fell behind in his rent. 

Mrs. Ebstein says that the landlord 
Served a disposses warrant on them with- 
out any preliminary notice, stating that the 
rent would be raised $2 on April 15 and 
that he wanted the apartment immediately. 
Justice Sanders, without knowing of Mrs. 
Ebstein’s illness, issued a warrant of evic- 
tion yesterday morning, which was placed 
in the hands of Marshal Frank for service. 
Frank's assistants went at once to the little 
home. They found Mary, the sixteen-year- 
old daughter, nursing her mother and look- 
ing after the other children. As soon as 
Frank learned the condition of affairs he 
ordered his men away. Meanwhile Mary 
ran bareheaded to the court of Justice San- 
ders. The Justice was not there, and the 
girl hurried to his house and told her story 
to Mrs. Sanders. Mrs. Sanders lost no time 
in telephoning to the Clerk of the. Court, 
who conferred with the Marshal, and it 
was decided to delay. further action until 
to-day. By that time Mrs. Ebstein hopes 
to be able to start for Denver. The remain- 
der of the family will seek, shelter with 
friends in Brooklyn: 

There was a lively scene in the forenoon 
in front of the home of Bertha Liebson, 
who has been a moving spirit in the New 
York ‘Rent Protective Association. Last 
Friday the Liebsons were senved with a 
dispossess warrant. The owner of their lit- 
tle four-room flat, one reom of which is 
used as a tailor’s. shop, is H. Rosenberg, 
who lives above them in the same house, 
at 246 East Second Street. Yesterday Miss 
Liebson went to court and obtained an ex- 
tension of the warrant tuntil Thursday. 
When she returned, Rosenberg was stand- 
ing in front of the store. ‘ 

“This is an outrage,’’ exclaimed: the girl, 
addressing the landlord. * There is no rea- 
son at all for this.”’ 

“That makes no difference,"’ said Rosen- 
berg. ‘‘ You have been trying to cause 
trouble betweén the tenants and landlords 
over here, and now you must take. the 
consequences.”’ 

Thereupon, it is alleged, Rosenberg made 
e move toward Bertha, swinging his um- 

rella. The girl’s brother, Lewis, sprang 
between them and says he received a blow 
over the head. A big crowd gathered, de- 
nouncing landlords . generally. , 

“Most of this talk concerning high-rent 
conditions here on the east side,’’ said Jus- 
tice ‘Sanders last night, “is rubbish. It 
was started by the Socialists, who have 
taken advantage of the slight increase in 
rents to further their movement. They 
need money just now very or to carry 
on their work, and are doing all they can 
to keep up the anti-landlord.agitation in 
the hope of increasing thefr funds. By 
having had their dispossess papers extended 
repeatedly, some of the tenants have se- 
cured as -much as half a month's rent free.” 

Dr. Lee K,. Frankel, manager of the 
United Hebrew Charities Society and one 
of the Commissioners recently appointed 
by. President Roosevelt to investigate con- 

tions on: Ellis Island, said yesterday that 
he thought the sooner the middle men could 
be elimfhated and direct business relations 
established between landlords and tenants, 
the better it would be for all concerned. 
There are, he declared, three real factors 
to be considered—the lessee, or middle man, 
the excess of the demand for homes over 
the supply, and the requirements of the 
tenement house law. Dr. Frankel is. of 
the opinion, however, that the part played 
by’ the tenement house law is only trivial, 
as compared with the other factors, and he 
does‘ not wish to be understood as opposed 
to that law as a whole. 


Said Coat Was Not Worth the Price. 
In the report in this paper last Thursday 
of the trial in the City Court of the suit 
of Samuel Bonis against Philip Lubotkin 
to recover $150 for a Persian lamb coat 
purchased of Mr. Bonis by Mrs. ~Lubotkin 


it was said that the action was defended 
on the ground that the garment was a 
luxury, and therefore the husband was not 
Hable. Mr. Lubotkin entered no such de- 
fense, and his refusal to pay for the coat 
was solely on the ground that it was not 
worth the price asked. The suit was de- 
cided by a jury against Mr. Lubotkin.

PLANS FOR BIG MANOEUVRE. 


Gen. Corbin Summons State Militia for 
Southern Field Exercises. 


Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, commanding 
the Division of the Atlantic, sent invita- 
tions yesterday to the Governors of all of 
the Eastern States and of Texas to take 
part in the joint field exercises of the regu- 
lar army and of the organized militia with- 
inthe department to be held near Manas- 
sas, Va., beginning Sept. 5. Owing to the 


limited appropriation made by Congress, all 


of the militia of the various States could 
not be invited,.but each Governor is asked 
to furnish 347 men for the occasion. 
According to the plan formulated by the 
War Department there will be 18,000 men 
from the organized militia at Manassas 
and an equal number from the regular 


‘army. All of the ‘troops will be under the 


direct command of Major Gen. Corbin, and 
will be divided into two ‘‘ armies,’’ the reg- 
ulars on one side, commanded by their own 
officers, and the militia. on the other, com- 


‘manded by men of rank selected from the 
‘regular army. 


A campaign as nearly like one in real 
warfare will be mapped out; and will be 
followed as closely as possible. The field 
which has been leased by the Government 


‘for the campaign is ten miles long and five 


miles wide. 

Fifteen days will be spent on the exer- 
cises. For that time all of the militiamen 
will receive the pay of the regulars and 


will live just as the men in the standing 
army live agit times of. war. Every 
branch of the service; including the infan- 
try, cavalry, artiNery, hospita as and 


signal corps, will engaged mpires 
from the regulars and the militia will de- 
cide which “‘army”’ wins.

LGA LANSDORF’S SUIT HEARD. 


Actress Wants Breach of Promise Dam-

Mr. Olds also | 
was called to testify, his lafyer trying to’| 
make the point that Miss Lansdorf had 
broken the engagement; that she never in- 
tended to marry Mr. Olds, and that her 
whole purpose, prompted by some one else, 
had been to get money from him. 

At the beginning of the. session, letters 
from Mr. Olds-to Miss usdorf were read. 
She said that she had returned from Eu- 
rove in July, 1901, and that the wedding 
day was fixed for the following Christmas. 
She said that after her return Mr. Olds 
had ealled on her almost daily until Sept. 
12, and then he wrote her an insulting let- 
ter. 
She said that she had purchased $2,000 
worth of trousseau in Paris, all of which 
had to be returned because Mr. Olds re- 
fused to pay the duty on it. She denied 
that she had ever sent to him for money. 

When Mr. Olds took the stand he pro- 
duced evidence of having furnished money 
for Miss Lansdorf’s European trip and for 
her trousseau, including for gowns, 
$250 for lingerie, and $150 for spending
